BUI me island's chronic water shortage is 


getting worse, and unless it rains - soon - arid 
Santa Catalina may be out of fresh water by the 


CndCityhofliciaris and the island's power utility are 


keeping one eye on their rapidly diminishing 
reservoir and the other on infrequent thunder- 
heads. 


They've already enacted some stiff water- 


saving measures, and are prepared to ask for 
even harsher controls on water use by the island s 
1.500permanent residents. 


Before the summer is out, Avalon residents 


may find themselves limited to less than 100 
gallons of water per day - a scnous dilemma. 


since it requires six gallons each time a com en- 
tional toilet is flushed, more than 30 gallons to 
prepare meals and wash dishes and up to 50 
gallons to fill a bathtub. 


And the tourists, who will be the last to feel 


Catalina's water shortage, may find themselves 
eating off paper plates in even the most posh 
restaurants. 


Not unexpectedly, the problem and its pro- 


posed solutions have also sparked political fighting 


among local officials and some residents, who say- 
the shortage could have been avoided.

to gas and electric service also supplies water for 
the island, is caught in the ™ddKThou* best 
known as an electric utility, Edison has also been 
purveyor of fresh water on the island since 1962. 
when the City of Avalon sold its water system to 
the utility.

Christian world 
heralds Easter 


Prelates and pilgrims heralded 


the resurrection of Christ in a 
candle-lit sen-ice Saturday at the 
Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem, while 
in Rome Pope Paul VI baptized 
three Koreans and three Africans 
on Easter Eve. 


Following the mournful serv- 


ices of Good Friday, the Christian 
world prepared for the joy of 
Easter, the holiest day in the 
church calendar, celebrating the 
risen Christ. 


Black-robed priests emerged 


uilh lighted candles from the tradi- 
tional tomb of Christ under Jerusa- 
lem's Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
and lit the candles of pilgrims in 
the colorful Eastern Church cere- 
mony of the holy fire. 


"Come and receive light from 


the eternal light which does not set. 
and embrace the risen Christ, the 
clergy chanted as the flame was 
passed from candle to candle untd 
the vast crusader-built church 
glowed brightly. 


'Roots' accuracy doubted 


LONDON (API - "Roots." the 


best-selling book in which black 
American Alex Haley traces his 
ancestry to West Africa, "has little 
basis in provable fact," said the 
London Sunday Times. 


The newspaper said reporter 


Mark Ottaway traveled last week 
to Juffure. the village in Gambia 
where Haley wrote that his ances- 
tor, Kunta Kinte, lived before he 
was abducted by slavers in 1767 
and taken to the United States. 


Ottaway also checked Gambian 


archives. British colonial records 
and British shipping records, the 
Times reported. Gambia gamed 
independence in 1963 after 120 
years as a British colony. 


The investigation cast "grave 


doubts about the core section" of 
the book, the newspaper said. 


"Roots." published last fall, 


quickly rose to the top of the best- 
selling list. A serialized television 


movie based on the book became 
the most-watched show in U.S. 
history'- 
. . , 
Ottaway claimed the real Juf- 


fure of 1767 differed fundamentally 
from the ancestral village of 
Haley's book. 


"Far 
from being a remote 


Eden untouched by white civiliza- 
tion, the real Juffure was a white 
trading post surrounded by white 
colonialization." he wrote. 


Ottaway added that "insofar as 


the inhabitants of Juffure were in- 
volved in slave trading, it was not 
as victims but as collaborators with 
the whites," helping them capture 
slaves from further up the Gambia 
River. It was therefore improbable 
that any resident of Juffure would 
have been captured by slavers in 
1767. he concluded. 


The reporter said Haley chose 


1767 not because it could apply to 
information he was given in Gam- 


bia but because it was the only 
year that could fit the author's re- 
search in the United States. 


Haley's research indicated his 


ancestor must have been shipped to 
Annapolis, Md.. before 1768. The 
only ship Haley could trace that 
made the voyage from Gambia to 
Annapolis during the 1760s had 
done so in 1767. 


"In other words. Haley simply 


found an African event to fit his 
American research," Ottaway said. 


Ottaway claimed that Haley 


relied on a man he believed to be a 
"griot." a member of a caste of 
oral historians who pass family 
history' from father to son. for the 
vital link in tracing his ancestry to 
Kunta Kinte and Juffure. 


But Ottaway said the man was 


not a griot. Instead he was "a man 
of notorious unreliablity who knew 
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THE CEREMONY is tradition- 


ally held on Holy Saturday since in

spring weather, was crowded with 
pilgrims, particularly since both 
Western and Eastern churches 
were celebrating Easter at the 
same time this year. Normally 
their differing calendars keep their 
Easters on separate Sundays. 


In Rome Pope Paul VI blessed 


the fire symbolizing the new life of 
Christ on the portico of St. Peter s 
Basilica in unseasonably cold 


weather. Early Saturday snow- 
flakes fell in the broad square fac- 
ing the basilica.

Pope in the Easter vigil service, 
were Augustine Jong Kyou Byun,- 
37. of Seoul, the consul of the Ko-- 
rean Embassy to the Vatican:'

ern Orthodoxy, urged Christians 
throughout the world to sec the 
resurrection of Christ as a "new 
beginning for a world community 
free from self-deception and capa- 
ble of sharing in truth and free- 
dom."

Communists legal 
MADRID. Spain — Spain, in another 


major reversal of its right-wing policies, 
legalized the Communist party Saturday 
for the first time since the end of the 
Spanish civil war in 1339.m The Spanish 
Supreme Court refused last week to rule 
on the party's legality and sent the usa: 
back to the government of Premier 
Adolfo Suarez. In the northern industrial 
town of Vitoria, meanwhile, thousands of 
Basque nationalists converged for a 
Basque national day rally today. The 
Kovemment has banned the gathering 
and said police would block any demon- 
strations. Reports from San Sebastian, 
l he capital city of the Basque province of 
Guipuzcva. said about 200 persons had 
staged hunger strikes, demanding 
amnesty for aU political prisoner..

BALTIMORE — The consumption of 


saccharin does not have a significant 
effect on the development of bladder can- 
cer in humans, a research group here 
says. A Johns Hopkins University re- 
search group studied 1,038 persons over a 
four-year period to determine the effect 
of artificial sweetners on humans, the 
Baltimore Sun said in today's edition. 
"After reviewing their exposures, we 
have concluded that the eating of saccha- 
rin does not have any significant effect 
on the development of cancer of the blad- 
der in humans," Dr. Irving I. Keisler. 
professor of epidemiology and director of 
the study at the Hopkins School of Hy- 
giene and Public Health, taid.

southern Lebanon. Christian sources said 
Saturday. The warning came along with 
renewed reports of Syrian support of at- 
tacks by guerrillas and left-wing Leba- 
nese Moslems against Christian strong- 
holds along the border with Israel. In Tel 
Aviv, the Israeli army's chief-of-staff is- 
sued a warning against Syria. Gen. 
Mordcchai Cur was quoted by Radio Is- 
rael as saying Israel would not tolerate 
an agreement between the Syrians and 
Palestinians that would permit terrorist 
attacks against Israel. 


Crowd fired on 
ISLAMABAD. Pakistan - 
Police 


opened fire Saturday on hundreds of anti- 
government demonstrators trying to 
block swearing-in ceremonies for a 
provincial assembly in Lahore, sources 
said. Sixteen persons were killed and 
more than 100 injured, they said. The 
incident touched off a series of street 
battles between police and supporters of 
the opposition Pakistan National Al- 
liance, which has been protesting the 
alleged rigging of the March 7 parliamen- 
tary elections. 


Arms sales told 


CAIRO - The U.S. has agreed to sell 


an unspecified number of military trans- 
port planes to Sudan, Egypt's Middle 
East News Agency reported. The ap- 
proval came in a letter from President 
Carter to Sudanese President Jaafar Nu- 
meiri relayed by the U.S. ambassador in 
Khartoum, the report said. The action 
followed the Ford administration's deci- 
sion last year that Sudan is eligible for 
the purchase of U.S. military equipment. 


Egypt backs aid 
CAIRO, Egypt - Egypt *aid Satur- 


day that it fully supports Morocco's deci- 
sion to send troops to aid the government 
of Zaire which is righting insurgents in 
the copper-rich province of Shaba.

40 years to cover in the 
new volume, brimming 
with anecdotes and cover- 
ing the time when he 
changed from a largely 
playboy star to one of the 
great men on the concert 
circuit, helped by his wife 
of 44 years, the former 
Aniela Mlynarski. 


But he is confident of 


finishing dictation ahead 
of the publisher's January' 
1978 deadline. 


At what some call a 


"Biblical age." Rubinstein 
loves life, hates bores and 
does not fear death. 


Failing eyesight forced 


him to retire from the con- 
cert stage last July after 
almost 75 years as a per- 
former. But he still plays 
for himself almost every- 
day and is happy that he 
now has more time to lis- 
ten to music from a vast 
record collection.

seek union strike sanction 


Insurance by 


mail 


I've noticed magazine ads for 


out-of-state insurance companies 
that offer senior citizens life insur- 
ance without requiring them to 
take a physical. Why is it I've 
never heard of a California insur- 
ance company offering this kind of 
policy? M.D.. Long Beach. 


The type of policy you describe 


is offered primarily by mail-order 
insurance companies, most of 
which just happen to be located in 
other states. Insurance companies, 
mail-order and otherwise, tradition- 
ally have been headquartered in 
the East, but regardless of where a 
firm's main office is located, any 
company that solicits business 
from California customers must be 
registered with the state's insur- 
ance department and comply with 
regulations here. There are no Cali- 
fornia regulations prohibiting any 
insurance firm from issuing a life 
insurance policy to an elderly indi- 
vidual without requiring him to 
take- a physical. But insurance 
companies usually impose such re- 
quirements to increase the likeli- 
hood they will collect enough in 
premiums to cover the eventual 
claims. In any event, you arc likely 
to get what you pay for in insur- 
ance coverage. A healthy person 
should expect to get more coverage 
for his dollar in a more exclusive 
plan that has eliminated most high- 
risk clients. A spokesman for the 
California Department of Insurance 
said a company may advertise that 
no physical is necessary-, but may 
still require a person to complete a 
health questionnaire and can reject 
the application on that basis. 


Oregon tax 


I ordered some garden bulbs 


from a nursery in Oregon and was 
charged California sales tax. Is this 
legal? I've never had to pay this 
tax on items I've ordered from 
othrr slates. L.I.. Seal Beach. 


Out-of-state firms that have 


sales offices here or salesmen who 
operate in this Mate an- required to 


collect California taxes on all goods 
purchased by residents. Out-of- 
state mail-order firms that send 
merchandise into the state but have 
no representatives here are not re- 
quired to collect California taxes - 
chiefly because there's no way to 
enforce such a regulation - but 
they may get permission from the 
state to do so. according to a 
spokesman for the state's Board of 
Equalization. The 6 per cent assess- 
ment you paid actually is a use tax. 
not a sales tax. Use tax is levied on 
those goods purchased out of state 
for use in California. If you buy 
merchandise at a shop here and 
have the store mail it directly to an 
out-of-state resident, you're not re- 
quired to pay California sales tax. 
But if you take possession of the 
merchandise and then mail it to 
another state, you will be charged 
sales tax.Tax sale 


I own a lot in Taos. M.M.. and 


although I notified the tax office 
there of my change of address 
when I got a divorce and moved to 
California four years ago. they 
never mailed my tax bills to me 
here. If they were sent to my ex- 
husband, he wouldn't have for- 
warded them. I recently wrote to 
Taos about the bills and found an 
amount I am unable to pay. Can I 
ask the tax office to sell the land 
for the taxes owed, or will they 
send a collection agency to attach 
my property here? I want to have 
this taken care of before the taxes 
.-scifd the value of the property 
and I'm really in trouble. 1 now 
owe $37.90 for 1971. '75 and '76, and 
the bill Is Increasing daily with 
penalties. Please see what you can 
do. N.L.. Cerritos. 


You can ignore the tax bills and 


you will not be in any trouble at all. 
said Juanita Cordova. Taos County 
treasurer. If the taxes aren't paid 
by next January, the property will 
be deeded to the state and sold at 
auction to the Richest bidder. In 
Taos. as it is in Los Angeles 
County, the property is collateral 
for the taxes, so you will be off the 
hook even if the taxes owed exceed 
the selling price. You will gel two 


or three notices before the property 
is deeded to the state and you can 
either ignore them or pay the taxes 
and keep the property. Your lot has 
an assessed value of $200, so you 
might consider contacting a real 
estate agent in the Taos area to see 
if there is any market for it. If so. 
you might be able to make some 
money if you arrange for it to be 
sold. Mrs. Cordova said your lot is 
in a totally undeveloped area 
known as Carson Estates and that 
many of the property holders there 
won their lots in a drawing at a 
fair. The land company that pro- 
moted the lots was charged with

Our mother is in her 90s. senile 


and residing in a convalescent 
home. The state Is charged more 
than $600 per month for her care. 
Every time any of us children visit 
her we find her clothing and 
general condition dirty. We are 
hesitant to complain because we 
don't know what alternatives we 
have in finding her another home, 
let alone a belter one. Can yon help 
us?

We have put you in touch with a 


Department of Public Social Serv- 
ices official who will help you ar- 
range to place your mother in a 
home you select. Medi-Cal patients 
in nursing or convalescent homes 
who are not satisfied with those 
facilities can ask to be moved to 
another facility, according to that 
official and to a spokesman for the 
Los Angeles County Department of 
Health Services. The patient, or his 
conservator, can contact the Medi- 
fal worker at the DPSS office in 
the area where his present nursing 
home is located to arrange a meet- 
ing with a State Department of 
Health Care Services consultant as 
a preliminary step in transferring 
to a new home. For help in finding 
a new home, contact the Depart- 
ment of Health Services' Nursing 
Home Information and Referral 
Service at 974-7779. Complaints 
against nursing homes can be 
referred to that department's 
Health Facilities Division at 971- 
7W1 for investigation. 


Leaders of a union representing more 


than three-fourths of the doctors working 
for the state voted unanimously in Los 
Angeles Saturday to seek strike sanction 
from the parent union against Califor- 
nia's II state mental hospitals. 


The executive board of the California 


State-Employed Physicians voted to ask 
its parent group, the Union of American 
Physicians, to sanction the strike in an 
effort to force the state to resolve several 
grievances the doctors have with the 
state hospital system, said Dr. Sanford A. 
Marcus, president of UAP. 


Marcus listed the primary griev- 


ances: 


-Budgetary cutbacks thai have 


forced state hospitals to work with too 
few personnel. Because of a lack of 
physicians, Marcus said, lay personnel; 
such as nurses, psychiatric technicians 
and social workers have become pro- 
gram managers, thereby taking from 
physicians the authority to determine 
what medical care is needed for patients. 


-Recent guidelines banded down by 


the state limiting the dosage of certain 
"psychotropic" drugs, such as stelazme 
and" thorozine, administered to patients.

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Steel union OKs 
-job9 agreement 


WASHINGTON (API - Officials 


of the United Steclworkers Union 
reluctantly approved a new thro*- 
year contract Saturday. The pact 
was described as "a major start" 
toward providing steelvrorkors with 
lifetime job security. 


The contract included an 80- 


rcnt-an hour wage increase over 
the life of the agreement. Median 
pay for steelworkcrs is now $5.50 
an hour, but the average wage. 


including overtime, makes it $8.08 
an hour. 


The new agreement also in- 


cludes a hefty package of fringe 
benefits, an improved pension plan 
and additional job and income se- 
curity benefits. 


Job and pay security had bern 


the union's key goal to protect its 
members against economic uncer- 
tainly. 
- 


Industry and union officials re- 


fused to estimate the overall value 
of the settlement, but J. Bruce 


Johnston, vice chairman'of U.S. 
Steel Corp. and the industry's chief 
negotiator. Indicated that the pack- 
age was comparable to the recent 
auto workers^ settlement. The auto 
viorkers won a 34 per cent boost in 
wages and benefits over three 


Johnston also indicated that the 


settlement is likely to result in 
higher steel prices. "We all know 
that ultimately, prices must cover 
costs." he said. 
The agreement also extends to 


the 1980 contract talks the indus- 
try's unique experimental bargain- 
ing format which bans nationwide 
steel strikes. 


The current steel contract ex- 


pires July 31. While a nationwide 
walkout is prohibited, the union 
could strike individual plants over 
any unresolved local issues. 


Kank-and-file ratification of the 


pact is not required under the steel- 
ttorkers' union procedures. 


The settlement followed lengthy 


bargaining sessions, and was ini- 


tially rejected by a committee of 
local union presidents on a vote of 
118-143. However, a subsequent 19J- 
99 roll-call vote approved the 
agreement. 


Union President I.W. Abel at- 


tributed the initial rejection in part 
to a "well-organized bloc present in 
the meeting." This apparently was 
a reference to supporters of Ed 
Sadlowski. dissident Chicago-area 
director who recently lost a bitter 
election for the union presidency. 


Abel retires in May and will be 


surcedcd by Lloyd McBride of St. 
Louis, who defeated Sadlowski. 


McBride attributed the first 


vote to "a lot of emotion" and also 
noted that many of the 600 local 
presidents had already left the city 
Saturday to return home for the 
Easter weekend. He said if the 
agreement had been rejected a sec- 
ond time, the dispute would have 
forced the negotiators to submitjto 
arbitration under their no-strike 
bargaining format.

below-cost sales.

Doctors hit payment-list error rate 
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CHICAGO (API - The 


Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare 
was 33 to 65 per cent inac- 
curate when it publicized 
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names of physicians who 
earned more than $100.000 
f r o m 
Medicare, the 


American Medical Associ- 
ation charged Sunday. 


The AMA said HEW 


inaccurately listed one 
doctor as receiving $258.- 
139 the year after he died, 
another doctor as receiv- 
ing nearly $233.671 twelve 
years after he retired and 
another doctor as receiv- 
ing $882.458 seven years 
after he retired. 


The survey said HEW 


was inaccurate in its iden- 
tification of 11 of 16 
doctors as receiving more 
than $250.000 each from 
Medicare in 1975 


HEW Secretary Joseph 


Califano ordered the So- 
cial Security Administra- 
tion to release the Medi- 
care list last month to 
comply with a recent 
amendment lo the Free- 
dom of Information Act. 


HEW and Social Se- 


curity spokesmen have ac- 
knowledged that parts of 
the list are innacurate. 
and say they will issue a 
corrected list after they 
have had an opportunity to 
check every name sub- 
mitted by the AMA. An 
HEW spokesman said 
Saturday the department 
regrets the errors in the 
list. A corrected list is 


"coming out soon," but he 
declined to be more 
specific. 


The AMA attacked the 


list even before the names 
were made public, saying 
it was an attempt to por- 
tray hard-working physi- 
cians as abusers of the 
federal health care sys- 
tem. 


In the latest report, the 


AMA said doctors across 
the country reported re- 
ceiving hate mail after 
their 1975 Medicare in- 
comes were listed inaccu- 
rately by HEW.

CARTER and his plan- 


ners are emphasizing con- 
servation — using less 
energy and using it more 
efficiently - and shifting 
industry' 'rom oil and 
natural gas. both increas- 
ingly scarece. to coal, the 
country s most abundant 
fossil fuel. Nuclear energy 
is being soft-pedaled, al- 
though privately the plan- 
ners do not dispute the 
Ford people's findings that 
the country must build 
more nuclear power plants 
lo meet future electric 
power needs. 


None of the Carter peo- 


ple are beating the drum 
for more oil and gas. The 
administration holds that 
these resources are being 
depleted and need to be 
used less. 


With a few exceptions, 


the Carter energy plann- 
ers have in common previ- 
ous work on some aspect 
of energy or a prior as- 
sociation with James R. 
Schlesinger, the Presi- 
dent's energy adviser, who 
is directing the planning 
exercise. 


"HE TURNED on the 


v a c u u m cleaner and 
sucked a few of us up." 
commented William R. 
Merrill, who at 47 is one of 
the group's graybeards. 
His association with 
Schlesinger goes back to 
the late 1960s when both 
worked at the Bureau of 
the Budget, now the Office 
of M a n a g e m e n t and 
Budget. 


More recently. Morrill 


was an assistant secretary 
of Health. Education and 
Welfare for planning and 
evaluation. A career pub- 
lic administrator, he once 
took a year off to serve as 
deputy executive of Vir- 
ginia's Fairfax County, 
near Washington. In Janu- 
ary-. Morrill asked Schles- 
ingcr to appriase several 
nongovernment jobs that 
he.

A. I'sually. empty pockets. But 


the last time'I went hack. I had a 
goal of making JIO.i««. 1 wanted to 
Mart up a little business, but it 
didn't work out because I got frus 
trated at the working conditions. 
The competition was increased and 
living conditions were not as good 
because there were more girls 
working thi're 


You had to live there U hours a 


day and there was no place \ou 
could be by yourself. I couldn't 
hack it anymore and gave it up. 
Things have chanced since I was 
there, but it's still not enough to 
entice me back. 


Q. U'ill you ft> hack /or one 


more fling:' 


A. 1 won't go back because it 


was only a pha-e I was going 
throush 1 don't know why I did it 


maybe it was because I always 


accepted challenges and to me 1 
guess this was a challenge. There 
also was a certain kind of inde- 
pendence. You know, it's one of the 
most liberated things a woman can 
do... sell her body. 


That's in direct violation ol 


everything That's what a really 
liberated woman does. She's taking 
advantage of what she really has to 
offer, which is herself. She is actu- 
ally the epitome of American busi- 
ness. She is taking her product and 
marketing it at a very low cost . 
no overhead . . . no [rills . . . and 
very basic. 


Q. ffaving been a prostitute, 


what are your general feelings to- 
wards the profession? 


A. Prostitution is easy to get 


into, but it's one ol the hardest jobs 
there is. It's very difficult not to be 
a prostitute. It's'very difficult when 
a man sticks a $10) bill under your 
nose and says he wants to go to bed 
with you. Just to go to bed with 
me? No big deal. It's only what you 
want to make it. 


Bartendm will (ell you that 


out-of-town customers ask some 
pretty unusual questions, but out 
on Catalina Island, they border 
on the bizarre. 


And some of the answers are 


downright outlandish. 


"I swear." says Bill Petttt. 


owner of Michael-John's, "nine 
out of 10 of them, the first thing 
they ask is. 'What's that white 
house on the hill?' 


"Then they want to know- 


just where they are. 'Is this still 
the United States? Is American 
money good out here? 
" 'Didn't the Japanese in- 


vade this place during the war?' 
What can you say?" 


Vicki. his weekend cocktail 


waitress, recalls the day a 
woman asked her. 'How did all 
these cars and trucks get out 
here?' 
"Well." Vicki grins, "every- 


body knows they have to come 
out on the barge, but I couldn t 
resist. So, I told her: 
" 'Why. the folks who live 


out here use the bridge, of 
course. It's down at the end of 
the island. Costs 50 cents.' 


"Don't you know." Vicki 


says, warming up to the punch 
line, "the woman turned around 
to her husband and nagged. 'Ya 
see. Herman? We could have 
brought the car. Next time, we 
should bring the car and use 
that bridge. Thank you. young 
lady.' " 


Ben. relief bartender at the 


Flying Yachtsman, pins the rap 
for still another rhubarb on Sy. 
"who works up the street." 


One never learns where. 
"Woman walks in one day 


and says she's from New Jersey 
or some place." Ben recalls. 
"Orders a drink, then pulls a 


Mason jar out of her shopping 
bag.

Catalina facing long, dry summer 


I don't advocate that women 


become prostitutes, because it 
takes a very different kind ol 
woman to become a prostitute. 
Once a woman decides to become a 
prostitute, she has to divide herself 
in half. You take on a working 
name which seperates you. from 
you. You have Buffy Wilson the 
hooker and you have Buffy Wilson 
who is not the hooker. You have 
two names, two sets of friends, two 
ways of living, and two ways of 
acting and thinking. And they don't 
necessarily cross over. 


Q. How do you feel about your 


past as a prostitute? 


A. I thought it was helpful. I've 


met a lot of different people, and 
this has helped me a great deal 
when it comes to understanding 
and communicating with people. 
Through being a prostitute. I've 
gained confidence as a person, and 
now I'm able to relate and get out a 
message about prostitutes that I 
think is important. I believe there 
was a reason why I was at Mustang 
and probably the reason has to do 
with educating the public. 


Q. Having been with so many- 


men. do you have any ill feelings 
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"We're not like the mainland." 


explains Charles Wagner. Avalon's 
young city manager. "Our sole 
source of fresh water is ram. 
whatever we can trap in our reser- 
voir." 


Rainfall so far this season has 


totalled a few drops over four 
inches. Recent showers sparked no 
runoff into the reservoir but have 
helped maintain valuable water- 
shed vegetation. 


Rainfall at the same time lour 


years ago amounted to 14.9 inches, 
and three years ago was 11 inches. 


"No springs, no state water 


project, no Colorado River." Wag- 
ner said, glancing at a map of the 
island. "We're at the mercy of the 
rain out here, and there's been 
darned little of that lately. 
, 


"So we've made do with some 


pretty unique alternatives." 


While most Southland cities use 


fresh water for fire suppression. 
Avalon's fire hydrants arc con- 
nected to a salt-water pumping sys- 
tem. So is — or rather was — 
Avalon's sanitation system. 


This salt-water system is gener- 


ating a lot of debate among island 
residents. 


According to Wagner, all island 


toilets were connected to the salt- 
water system when it was first 
built in the early t900s. 


"But salt water is very damag- 


ing to plumbing." Wagner said, "so 
the city and Edison allowed folks to 
hook up their sanitation to fresh 
water. 


"In older homes, there are two 


sets of pipes, but in some newer 
construction, only fresh-water pipes 
have been installed. 


"THAT WAS when our reser- 


voir at Middle Ranch was filled to 
capacity — 1.050 acre/feet — and 
nobody thought we'd ever have a 
problem." he said. One acre/foot of 
water is 325.900 gallons. 


Last week. Middle Ranch reser- 


voir was down to 2uO acre/feel — 
and dropping. 


"We've since asked residents to 


reconnect their sanitation systems 
to salt water." Wagner went on. 
"Of about 1,100 fresh-water custom- 
ers 430 are now on salt water for a 
flat yearly rate of J18. 


"For some, it means merely 


turning a valve, but others will 
have to install new plumbing. Very 
expensive, but a lot of people have 
already voluntarily reconnected. 


"And since we can't hook up to 


anyone else's water system, we've 
had to adopt ordinances to con- 
serve," Wagner said. 


The first, passed March SO, is a 


blanket prohibition on the issuance 
of all building permits for the next 
90 days. The emergency ordinance 
immediately halted 52 projects in 
various stages of completion, but 
some residents say the ordinance 
came too late. 


UNAFFECTED by the ban 


were 151 housing units still under 
construction, including 48 for which 
building permits were issued just 
hours before the ordinance was 
passed. 


"We'll reconsider the ordinance 


in SO days." Wagner said, "and 
probably allow continuation of 
those projects which won't have an 
impact on the water supoply. 


"I don't know about the 


others." 


A second proposed ordinance 


that would have mandated recon- 
version to salt water failed to col- 
lect the necessary 
four-fifths 


majority for passage. 


"But we'll pass it next time," 


Wagner said. 


Edison held a public hearing in 


the high school auditorium to deter- 
mine the best means of conserving 
domestic and restaurant fresh 
water and how to set up an almost 
inevitable water-rationing plan. 
The plan, which will probably go 
into effect this summer, needs the 
approval of the Public Utilities 
Commission, because Edison is an 
investor-owned utility. 


THEN. last Monday, the Avalon 


citv council adopted an"urgency" 
ordinance aimed at cutting domes- 
lie water consumption. Wagner in- 
sists the ordinance is not water 
rationing, but the Avalon sheriff's 
substation and city code officer say 
they will issue citations for viola- 
tion. 


Among its provisions, the 


ordinance prohibits: 
-Filling new swimming pools 


and refilling existing pools. 


-Watering lawns and landscap- 


ing except between 5 and 5 p.m. un 
Tuesdays and Fridays. 


—Planting new lawns and land- 


scaping. 


—Using more than three gal- 


lons of fresh water to wash and 
rinse any vehicle or boat. 


—Using more than three gal- 


lons in any 24^hour period to wash 
sidewalks, patios and other hard 
surfaces. 
-Using fresh water for soil 


compaction. 


"We don't foresee any prob- 


lems." Wagner said. "Conserving 
water out here has always been 
almost a badge of honor among 
residents. They're very water con- 
scious. 


"We have a tough problem 


here." Wagner concluded, "but I 
think we can whip it. I don't see 
any problems. 
'"One thing we don't want, of 


course, is for the tourists and folks 
on the mainland to think there isn't 
anv water out here for them. That s 
silly-"We don't want to discourage 
them, and all we ask is that they 
use water wisely when they're out 
here." 
, . , . 
Bill Pettit. one of Avalon s 


popular restaurant and tavern 
owners, says he doesn't want to sec 
business suffer either. He also won- 
ders why today's growth, and its 
necessary drain on the island's re- 
sources, wasn't foreseen. 


"IF TOURISTS think there's a 


water shortage, they won't come 
out. Why. I've seen it a lot worse 
than this. They used to barge water 
out here until Edison resurfaced 
the reservoir to prevent seepage. 


"Couple of years ago, they 


brought out a desalting plant but it 
never worked well." he said. "They 
packed the whole thing up and 
towed it back to the mainland. 


"Now look at us." 
The plant was moved from Ox- 


nard to Pebbly Beach on Catalina 
in 1S«J and generated 150,000 gal 
Ions of fresh water daily during the 
heavy summer season In a compli- 
cated 26-stage process that 
required eight miles of tubing. 


The concept proved too expen- 


sive, however, and the idea was 
abandoned the same year. There 
arc no plans to install another. Edi- 
son officials say. 


KEN SATHER. Edison's 


general manager on Catalina, says 
Avalon residents are already pay- 


ing dearly for their fresh water - 
$1.75 per 1.000 gallons, four times 
the rate paid in Long Beach. 


"Unless we do something very 


drastic, we may be out of water by 
November or December." he said. 
"I've already started talking to a 
couple of barge outfits. 


"Last August, we used 15-mil- 


lion gallons, a 3-million gallon drop 
from the year before, but last year 
we also had a 7 per cent increase in 
new meters, that is. customers. 
• 


"These controls on washing 


cars and watering laws are just 
tokenism." he went on. "We at Edi- 
son are looking to a 50 per cent 
reduction in domestic water use out 
here by May 1. but that's up to the 
PUC." 


Much of the water is consumed 


in sanitation, he said, "and two- 
thirds of our customers still have 
fresh-water toilets. 


-WE'RE CONSUMING 200.000 


gallons a day now, and the season 
has't started! When it does, we'll be 
up to 600.000 gallons a day. 


"Then, there are the yachts 


men. Some come out here with 
empty fresh water tanks, or want 
to scrub the salt water off their 
boats."We've asked the restaurants 
not to serve water unless requested 
and use only full loads in their 
dishwashers. Everybody can do 
something to save." 


Don Haney. editor and pub- 


lisher of the Catalina Islander, the 
island's only newspaper, has joined 
the effort. 


While other newspapers 
use 


trivia from almanacs to fill inch- 
long spaces at the ends of columns. 
Haney reminds his readers to save 
water. 
His water conservation tips 


range from using a pistol grip on 
garden hoses to taking shorter 
showers. 
.. 


"Everyone out here agrees 


water must be saved," Haney said. 


NEW YORK (API - The Coast 


Guard seized a Soviet fishing vessel 
Saturday night for allegedly catch- 
ing too many fish inside the United 
States' new fishing boundaries It 
was the first impoundment under 
the 5-week-oId.

U.S., Britain try for

'• W A S H I N G T O N - 
principles that have gov- 
erned international avia- 
tion for 30 years are being 
Challenged in secret ne- 
gotiations here between 
the United States and Brit- 
Jin. 
• In talks that began 
ievcn months ago. the two 
•ations are trying to ham- 
hicr" out a new air travel 
agreement that may affect 
every foreign traveler and 
{very international air 
tarrier. 
• Britain wants a larger 
sh'afe of the market now 
divided by the airlines of 
the two countries. At stake 
are prized routes and hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars 
in revenues. 


So far. insiders say. the 


Americans basically have 
not budged in the face of 
British challenges to the 
original treaty. That pact 
is 'blown as the Bermuda 
Agreement, because that 
is: where it was signed in 
1916. 


Both sides have new 


tough-minded chief negoti- 
afbrs.-and there are signs 
tfie British may eke out 
compromises on several 
isjtueS 


THEY ARE working 


ag'ainst a deadline of June 
22, one year atter Britain 
renounced the old treaty. 


Theoretically, if a new 


agreement is not reached 
by then, all commercial 
flights between Ihe U.S. 
and Britain could be 
grounded. 


Most observers, how- 


ever, believe that neither 
government wants disrup- 
tion of a market involving 
:i million passengers a 
year just as the crucial 
summer season begins. If 
the deadline is missed, 
service could be extended 
or an interim agreement 
arranged while negotia- 
tions continue. 


Other nations, particu- 


larly Italy and Japan, also 
want a larger part of the 
air transport markets they 
share with the United 
States, and they are 
watching the present talks 
with interest. 


That's because the 


Bermuda Agreement is 
the model for hundreds of 
bilateral agreements regu- 
lating international avia- 
tion, including 75 with the 
United States. 


THE TREATY'S princi- 


ples include designating 
routes by governments: 
fining fares by the air- 
lines, subject to govern- 
ment approval, and leav- 
ing unregulated the 
numbers of flights on each 
route. The market itself 
determines each airline's 
share. 


Britain believes its 


interests have taken a 
beating from the treaty's 
terms. Its demands are 
based on the belief that its 
airlines are overwhelmed 
by U.S. capacity, market 
dominance and superior 
route structure. 


Two American carriers. 


Pan American and Trans 
World Airlines, carry 
about two-thirds of the 
North Atlantic traffic be- 
tween the two countries, 
compared to about one- 
third for the state-owed 
British Airways. The U.S. 
airlines had revenues of 
$311 million and the Brit- 
ish $216 million on those 
routes in 1976. 


One of the British de- 


mands is that only one air 
line from each country be 
allowed to fly passengers 
between any two cities. 
American negotiators so 
far have opposed this but 
reportedly are willing to 
nuk»'some sort of a com 
pnnbe. except for nights 
on the lucrative London 
New York and London 
Boston routes. 


THE U.S. has been ada 


mantly against a Britis 
probosal that the two na 
lions' airlines share Ne 
York-London traffic on 
50-90 basis. 


Another complex issue 


is a British desire to elimi- 
nate the totalled "fifth 
freedom" rights of foreign 
carriers to pick up passen- 
gers in, and carry them 
beyond, the cities of Lon- 
don and Hong Kong, as 
well as the right to carry 
passengers from more dis- 
tant points through Lon- 


don and Hong Kong to the 
United States. The British, 
for example, would like 
Pan Am to drop its links 
between London and nine 
other cities in Europe and 
to discontinue its round- 
the-world flight westward 
from Hong Kong. The 
Americans argue that ac- 
ceptance of this proposal 
would force Pan Am and 


TWA passengers to 
change planes in London 
or Hong Kong to continue. 


U.S. negotiators believe 


that the British have 
raised this issue only as a 
negotiation point ana will 
back off if they receive 
other compensation in a 
new agreement. 


Both sides agree some- 


thing must be done to re- 


duce the great number of 
flights that now cross the 
North Atlantic. Competi- 
tion has forced the airlines 
to overschedule. with the 
result that scheduled pas- 
senger flights have flown 
with an average of 40 per 
cent of their seats empty 
every year since 1960 and 
the sen-ice has run at a 
loss each year since 1971. 


U.S. and British airlines 


would like to see a ca- 
pacity 
regulation that 


would have planes flying 
with at least «0 per cent of 
the seats filled. 


The U.S. negotiators 


have suggested that the 
airlines file each season's 
proposed schedules well in 
advance. Each govern- 
ment then would study the 


pact 


projected vacant-seat 
levels and. if it accepted 
them, would forward them 
to the other government.

Martha's Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket are likely to abandon their 
revolt, nurse their bruised feelings 
and egos, and get ready tor the 
annual rich summer invasion of 
tourists.

grievances will not disappear so 
quickly. 
. „ .. 
Secess:^nists are active in Cali- 


fornia. Michigan. Minnesota. Wis- 
consin. Idaho, Texas. Oklahoma 
and elsewhere. Some are obvious 
crackpots, others obsessed dream- 
ers, and others nothing more com- 
plicated than hustlers and huck- 
sters 


None has much chance ot 


forming a 51st state, because state 
and federal laws require approval 
by lawmakers at both levels, but 
secessionist movements at least 
give some unhappy citizens a 
chance to air legitimate gripes. 


In some cases, secessionists 


feel closer to neighboring states 
than they do to their own distant 
capitals.'and in other cases, seces- 
sion is an outright promotional or 
publicity stunt. 
The most serious current seces- 


sionist movement is in Michigan's 
upper peninsula, a territory « 
Urge as Massachusetts. Connect- 
icut. Delaware and Rhode Island 
combined, but with only 300,000 citi- 
zens.'Secessionists there want to 
break away from Michigan's lower 
peninsula, which they consider 
indifferent and stingy, and form a 
state called "Superior." 


When the Michigan attorney 


general ruled that there wre no 
legal barriers to a declaration of 
independence by the upper penin- 
sula, it gave secessionists a consid- 
erable boost. But voters in two 
upper peninsula cities rejected 
secession at about the same time, 
and dealt the movement a sharp 
setback. 


To get the movement back on 


track, and to encourage fellow 
rebels from coast to coast, Theo- 
dore Albert, a lawyer who plots 
secession from the onetime mining 
center of Ironwood. is drawing up 
plans for a national conference for 
secessionists. He said that he will 
announce the time and place on 
April 16. 
There's a lot of planning to do. 


because in most cases, any serious 
secessionists long ago were pushed 
aside by kooks. In Northern Cali- 
fornia, for example, the realists in 
the secessionist movement were 
swamped by advocates for a nude 
republic, a vegetarian Utopia, and 
soon. 


Few secessionists have com- 


manded the extensive £<»""*«• 
corded the unhappy folks on Mar- 
tha's Vineyard *nd Nantucket, 
which enjoy the considerable bent- 
fit of fame that reaches back to 
Moby Dick and forward to' Jaws. 


During the summer, the islands 


swarm with notables and newsmak- 
crs who retain a lively interest in 
the summer place, all year round. 
Their interest in what's happening 
has become everyone's interest. 


No such luck for the restless 


natives of such lonely and unchic 


outposts as the OUahonw panhan- 
dle and northern Idaho, where talk 
of rebellion blows hot and cold. 
There, secessionists want to with- 
draw from their own states and 
join neighboring states, on grounds 
that it makes more geographic 


AM in all. secession has its good 


points. For one thing. It gives peo- 
ple a chance to let off steam and 
rarely Involves more bloodshed 
than a punched nose or two. It 
stimulates local pride. It "me- 


»v»n attracts the attention 


and revenue for want of which the 
rebellious mutterings started in the 
first place. 
It also stimulates some pretty

Class-action suit hits 
Laetrile ban legality 


OKLAHOMA CITY (API - A federal judge has 


ruled that a suit filed by a Kansas man to obtain 
permission to import the illegal drug Laetrile will be 
heard as a class action. But the class is restricted to 
terminally ill cancer patients. 


U.S. Dist. Judge Luther Bohanon ruled Friday 


lhat cancer patients will be considered members of 
the class only if their doctors file sworn statements 
that there is no reasonable hope of recovery through 
"orthodox treatment." 


The ruling was considered a blow to proponents 


of unrestricted use of Laetrile. a drug made from 
apricot pits which is used in treating cancer in 22 
foreign nations but Is banned from this country. The 
federal Food and Drug Administration maintains the 
drug's usefulness in treating cancer has not been 
proven.

The 10th VS. Circuit Court of Appeals in Denver 


recently ordered the FDA to hold hearings on Lae- 
trile's effectiveness and safety.

Glen L Rutherford of Overland Park, Kan., is 


suing the FDA to lift the ban on Laetrile so that he 
can use it in this country. Rutherford has said 
Laetrile saved his life after he was diagnosed as 
suffering cancer of the rectum. 


Bohanon has previously issued orders allowing 


individuals to import Laetrile from Mexico for per- 
sonal use.

As many as 20 other persons have intervened in 


Rutherford's suit, filed in 1975, seeking permission to 
import Laetrile, and Bohanan's ruling upheld their 
contention that the suit should be heard as a class 
action.

LEVITTOWN, Pa. - 


From the outside, this 
Bucks County community

cutter.

the first home was com- 
pleted, the 76.000 people on 
the inside think it's as 
good as a tim e-henored re- 
cipe that gets better — 
and more valuable — with 
age."This is roots, 
says 


Dennis Elscnbrey, a sec- 
ond generation Levit- 
towncr who bought a home 
here in 1974 at roughly 
triple the price his parents 
paid. 


"Levittown really took 


off again about five years 
ago. A lot of people whose 
parents lived here decided 
to buy homes. This is 
uhere they grew up ... 
and it's not a bad place to 
live," says the 27-year-old 
auto dealer. 


"It's not because they 


didn't have the money to 
buy someplace else. I 
have friends who are doc- 
tors and lawyers who 
bought here. They stayed 
because they wanted to." 


Before the first 82-by- 


115-foot lot was cleared, 
the community was plan- 
ned from the first concrete 
slab to the last of the 943.- 
500 trees and shrubs that 
line the 70 miles of streets. 
It is called America's first 
totally preplanned com- 
munity since Pierre 
L'Enfant plotted Washing- 


ton. D.C., in the 18th Cen- 
tury- 
In the post-World War II 


boom, housing was a 
crying need. Levitt & 
Sons, fresh from a project 
that ultimately produced 
17.447 units on Long Island 
potato farms, turned 5,560 
acres of turnip fields and 
other farmland in four 
municipalities into an in- 
stant community here. 


"WHAT WE tried to do 


was to combine a socially 
acceptable housing design 
with economic soundness 
with regard to people's 
pocketbooks. And we had 
to do it quickly on a large 
scale," says Levitt, who at 
70 is building large com- 
munities in Asia and 
Africa. 


"Somehow, all those 


goals were met." 


There's also a Levit- 


town. N.Y., and Levitt 
since has built communi- 
ties in New Jersey. Puerto 
Rico. France and Spain. 
He has put up some 130.- 
000 homes since he and his 
father started the business 
in 1929. And his fortune, 
which was (95 million 
when he merged with 
International Telephone 
and Telegraph Corp. in 
1968, was just one benefit 
from commanding Ameri- 
ca's foremost housing em- 
pire. 


"The reward is a simple 


one — providing decent, 
livable, acceptable and so- 
cially correct housing for 
thousands and thousands 
of people," he said in a 
recent interview at his 
Long Island. N.Y., offices. 


For years, Leyittown 


was the butt of social and 


cultural criticism that pro- 
fessed to see an emptiness 
of spirit in the suburban 
life it typified. The litany 
was that this lifestyle in- 
cluded everything from a 
craving for conformity to 
a cozy materialism that 
left inhabitants drained of 
desire for higher things. 


"LEVITTOWN offers a 


very narrow range of 
house type to a very nar-i 
row income range," wrotei 
author and urbanologistj 
Lewis Mumtord in 1951i 
"It's a one-class com- 
munity on a great scale. 
Mechanically, it's admira- 
bly done. Socially, the de-, 
sign is backwards." 


Levitt, now chairman of 


International Housing 
Corp., which is building in 
Iran, shrugs off such com- 
plaints. "Mumford has 
since proved a prophet 
without honor. He didn't 
know the housing industry 
as I did." 


He has scholarly sup- 


port. "Levittowners have 
not become outgoing, 
mindless 
conformists; 


they remain individuals, 
fulfilling the social aspira- 
tions with which they 
came," wrote Dr. Herbert 
Cans, senior research 
sociologist at the Center 
for Urban Education in 
New York.

WASHINGTON - The big newt In 


Washington these days Is the arrival of 
spring — something reassonns and maybe 
even more Important than the arrival and 
departure o( Portillo Trudeau. Rabln. 
CaUaghan. Sadat, and all our latest visi- 
tors. Jimmy Carter cannot possibly have 
understood what it meant to capture the 
White House, until be saw Washington in 


For several reasons. Washington 


seems especially beautiful this year. The 
politics of the city are as confused as ever, 
but the geography along the Potomac and 
the historic central plan of the city from 
the Capitol to the river have been pre- 
served and even improved. 


Major Pierre EUicott Charles L En- 


fant the French architect and engineer 
who planned the new American Capitol 
here, would probably be outraged by the 
commercial development of Washington 
today but the wide distance and heroic 
buildings of bis original plans remain. 


THE GUESS HERE is that he would 


not be disappointed by the overall look of 
the federal triangle. The White House 
grounds, with their flowering trees and 
billowing boxwoods at the front door, are a 
triumph of calculated informality, and 
everything outside the vast federal palaces 
is more orderly than the politics inside. 


The secretary of the interior has still 


been trying to sort out his staff this week, 
but the magnolia are in order and in bloom 
in his park outside. All this Easter Week, 
demonstrators for handicapped citizens 
have been occupying the Health. Education 
and Welfare building, and shouting for 
Secretary Joe Califano to sign their equal 
rights proclamations or resign. But out- 
side, new turf is being laid on the Mall 
wider than several football fields, and 
icross the Mall, and down the street, new 


artistic museums and parks are taking 
their places alone the lateral streets from 
the Capitol Building to the Lincoln Me- 
morial.

Taft of Ohio in the shadow of the Capitol 
Building; an island monument to Teddy 
Roosevelt on the Potomac River: but 
no risible monument to Franklin Roose- 
velt, and nothing for Harry Truman. 


There is across the Potomac, a little 


park- on both sides of the road to the 
National Airport for President Lyndon 
Johnson and his wife Ladybird, but it's a 
little out of place. 


Lyndon Johnson ought to be up some- 


where close to Capitol Hill. This was his 
natural bouse. And Ladybird Johnson's 
memorial ought to be downtown, for she 
was not only the wisest and most patient

You have to travel these high- 
ways and look at the little flowertag parks 
in the spring to understand what she has 
done. 


WHAT MAY BE more important is 


that in the last few years, private families 
in Washington.

The Navy's best 
Carter alienating key forces 


There's an old saying to the 


effect that something is wanted in 
the "worst" way. meaning that 
the object is really desired. 


The problem with using that 


sort of saying in print is that it 
can be misunderstood. 


Apparently such a misunder- 


standing occurred in connection 
with one of our reports about 
Navy testimony regarding Long 
Beach Naval Shipyard. 


The impression our story and 


headline gave in a few editions 
was that the Navy considered the 
shipyard here as its "worst." 


Actually, the Navy considers 


this the best of its yards — its 
most modern. 


THE PROPOSAL put forth by 


the Navy in testimony Wednesday 
in Washington was to the effect 
that it hopes to spend more on 
improving and enlarging the yard 
here than on any of its other ship- 
yards during the next 10 years. 


• In other words, the Navy wants 


in the "worst" way to improve 
and upgrade this yard. 


• The facts are. as explained by 
Rear Adm. A. R. Marschall, com- 
mander of the Navy Facilities 
Command, that the Long Beach 
.Naval Shipyard has the biggest 
backlog among the nation's eight 
naval shipyards in needed new 
construction. 


• •. Over the next 10 years. Adm. 
Marschall told a Senate commit- 
'tee last Wednesday, the Navy pro- 
' poses to spend $1.1 billion in new 
construction to upgrade its ship- 
yards throughout the country. 


Capt. Joseph Gildea. planning 


officer and acting commander of 
the Long Beach yard, said 
projects would include construc- 
tion of a new drydock. larger than 
the huge dock used by the Queen 
Mary during its conversion work. 


The Long Beach Naval Ship- 


yard, which was built in 1943, 
obviously is a good facility or the 
Navy would not be spending the 
money to improve it further, mak- 
ing it capable of handling the new- 
est U.S. warships. 


Four years ago this month, the 


U.S. Department of Defense an- 
nounced that it was reassigning 
about 60 ships and 20,000 men 
from Long Beach to other home 
ports. It was a severe economic 
blow to the city, which for years 
has had excellent relationships 
with the men of the Pacific Fleet. 


THERE ARE ONLY four 


ships, all in the Naval Reserve, 
now homeported at Long Beach, 
but Congressmen Glenn Anderson 
and Mark Kannaford said last 
month there are encouraging 
signs that some active Navy ships 
will be relumed to Long Beach. 
Naval officers here have said this 
can be done with a minimum or 
no additional cost. 


The Navy's decision to improve 


the existing facilities of Long 
Beach Naval Shipyard so it can 
better take care of today's war- 
ships is a further encouraging 
sign.

WASHINGTON - Will President Cart- 


er's soaring public approval rating give 
him the political clout to push most of his 
proposals through Congress? Or will those 
programs be stopped by the powerful 
forces Carter has alienated during his first 
two and one-half months in office? 


These are the questions that dominate 


backroom discussions in the nation's capi- 
tal these days as politicians, newsmen, 
lobbyists and other members of the so- 
called establishment that dominate this 
city try to unravel the enigma that Carter 
still represents to most of them. 


SOME PRESIDENTIAL advisers and 


administration insiders contend that Cart- 
er's skillful cultivation of public approval 
is his jingle most important accomplish- 
ment to date. They contend that with an 
approval rating of more than 70 per cent, 
according to national opinion polls. Carter 
holds a whip hand over Congress that will 
enable him to win most of his Tights on 
Capitol Hill. 


This view is considered simplistic by 


many political experts here, including both 
critics and supporters of the President, 
who feel that Carter will face a tough fight 
getting most of his key proposals through 
because he has stirred up deep resent- 
ments among three powerful groups — 
Congress, organized labor and big busi- 
ness. 


Carter's problems with Congress, 


which his Democratic Party controls by 
almost 2-1 margins, stems in part from his 
penchant for making key decisions without 
consulting Democratic members, even in 
areas where they have a particular con- 
cern.The flap over his decision to halt work 
on 19 previously approved water projects 
is a case in point Congressmen from the 


states Involved, mostly in the South and 
West, were stunned by Carter's announce- 
ment and angered that they were not con- 
sulted. When the Senate showed its 
displeasure by voting overwhelmingly m 
support of the suspended projects. Carter 
reacted by adding a dozen more projects to 
the suspended list, pending a review. 


Because organized labor worked hard 


to elect Carter. AFIAM President George 
Meany had high hopes of wielding a good 
deal of influence in the Carter administra- 
tion.But labor's disenchantment set in early 
as Carter disregarded roost of Meany's 
suggestions for Cabinet appointments, then 
sat idly by as the House narrowly rejected 
organized labor's No. 1 legislative goal, the 
common situs picketing bill. 


Carter angered Meany even more by 


building his economic stimulus program 
around the $50 tax rebate instead of a jobs 
program and by proposing only a 20-tent 
an hour increase in the minimum wage 
instead of backing the 70*ent hike favored 
bytheAFL-CIO. 


CARTER'S PROBLEMS with big busi- 


ness are more difficult to read and may in 
the long run be the most troublesome, even 
though he is making a genuine effort to 
woo business support. 


Plainly, big business doesn't trust 


Carter. Despite his assurances that he will 
keep inflation down without resorting to 
price restraints and despite his moderate 
stimulus program, the business community 
continues to slow economic recovery by 
refusing to step up investment or spending 
for capital improvements. 


The first casualty of Carter's problems 


with Congress, labor and big business may 
well be the $50 tax rebate, the $11 billion 
centerpiece of Carter's $15 billion eco- 
nomic stimulus program. 


Even though tax cuts and tax rebates 


traditionally have easy sledding through 


Congress, the $50 rebate is in serious trou- 
ble. If Senate Majority Leader Robert 
Byrd D-W.Va . had not delayed action on 
the measure until after the Easter reces*. 
the rebate probably would have been dt- 
feated. 
.

Most Republicans are opposing the re- 


bate on party grounds, preferring instead 
to back a OOP-sponsored permanent tax 
cut Bat many of the 15 or so Democratic 
senators who are leaning against the bill 
are doing so because they are miffed over 
Carter's suspension of the water projects. 


There is a general consensus that if 


Carter would agree to reinstate five or 10 
of the projects after he completes his re- 
view on April 15. be could pick up enough 
votes to pass the rebate. But Carter made 
that option a more difficult one to take 
Thursday when, in typical Carter fashion, 
he seemed to rule out such a tradeoff. 


"I'm not much of a trader," Carter 


told reporters. "That is one of my political 
defects for which I've been criticized... I'll 
assess each one of those projects on its 
own merits and I would hope that the $50 
tax rebate will also be assessed upon its 
own merits." 


CONCEDING THAT there will be some 


relationship between the water project 
decision and the Senate vote on the rebate, 
Carter went on to say. "...but I'm not 
inclined at all to trade a water project that 
is not needed...in return for a vote on a tax 
refund which I think is needed." 


It is precisely this uncompromising 


attitude, this unwillingness to participate 
in the give and take that is the heart of the 
political process that may be the root of 
Carter's problem with the rest of the body 
politic. If that is so. and if Carter insists on 
going his own way, his legislative program 
may be in shambles before he even begins 
to address the major problems facine the 
country, such as energy, welfare and tax 
reform, and comprehensive national health 
insurance.

means that as wages are in- 
creased to meet the increased cost 
of living, income tax brackets also 
would be adjusted so as to retain 
the same percentage of tax. 


As the law now stands, the 


Redondo Beach legislator ex- 
plained, the effect of a 10-per-cent 
wage increase across the state re- 
sults in an increase in tax income 
to the state of 17 per cent 


This obviously is unfair to a 


wage earner who was given a 
wage increase to meet inflation- 
ary costs. The percentage of 
wages going to taxes should not 
increase when the wage increase 
is to meet the cost of living. 


Assembly BUI 685 is set for 


hearing before the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Committee 
next Monday, and Ms. Ryan is 
seeking support from taxpayers. 


NEW YORK — Rep. Herman Badillo of 


New York and others have introduced 
sweeping legislation to reform and control 
the intelligence agencies — so sweeping 
that there probably is little chance for 
these measures to be approved in their 
entirety. They nevertheless raise crucial 
questions for debate and offer some needed 
protections for the citizens of a democracy. 


Even after the disclosures of Water- 


gate, Congress does not appear to be much 
in the mood to ban all "electronic surveil- 
lance," as the reform bills provide. Nor is 
it likely that zeal for restraining the 
Federal Burean of Investigation will go so 
far as to bar the bureau from using in- 
formers — the primary method by which it 
has done its work over the years. And 
while there might be some support for 
prohibiting "covert operations" by the 
Central Intelligence Agency, it's far less 
likely that Congress would ban the 
"clandestine collection of foreign intelli- 
gence" in peacetime. 


THESE PROPOSALS may neverthe- 


less result in some serious study and de- 
bate on proper, effective operating 
methods and missions for intelligence 
agencies. This It important since Congress 
is likely to be coru'routcd this year or next 
with proposed new charters for the FBI 
and the CIA. developed within the Senate 
Intelligence Committee. 


The reform legislation introduced in 


the House offers also a number of reasona- 
ble proposals that numerous investigations 
have shown to be needed, either as sepa- 
rate legislation or as part of the forthcom- 
ing charters. For example: 


The FBI would be prohibited from 


engaging In domestic political surveil- 
lance, or from disruptive or harassing 
activities aimed at individuals or groups. 
Burglaries, mail openings and the like, if 


violations of federal or state law. would 
also be illegal for agents of the FBI or 
other intelligence agencies. And the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service would be prohibited 
by law — as it is not now — from auditing 
the tax returns of persons or groups be- 
cause of their political dissidence or activi- 
ties.The FBI's jurisdiction would be limited 
strictly to criminal investigations; even 
the responisbility for investigating federal

job applicants would be shifted to the Civil 
Service Commission. "Intrusive" investi- 
gative methods, such as mail covers or the 
inspection of tax. bank, credit and tele- 
phone records would be prohibited unless a 
court order had properly authorized their 
use.One Important provision would sharply 
limit the categories of national defense 
information that would be exempt from 
disclosure under the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Art to technical details of weaponry, 
and of military operations in a time of war 
declared by Congress: defense plans for 
response to foreign attacks; and certain 
atomic energy and cryptographic informa- 
tion already protected by statute. 


The reform legislation also attempts to 


protect "whistle-blowers" — government 
officials who disclose illegal or improper 
government activities. On the other hand. 
H would make it a crime for high officials 
to willfully and knowingly conceal illegal 
tnteUigeJceactivUi**.

Meanwhile Chairman Daniel Inouye of 


the Senate Intelligence Committee, in a 
letter to John Shattuck of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, has confirmed that 
his committee is undertaking a wide-rang- 
ing study of what he called "the secrecy 
issue." Included will be the adequacy of 
present secrecy laws and regulations, 
intelligence agency claims that stronger 
legislation is needed, the problem of 
"leaks," and the efficacy of the classifica- 
tion system. 


Inouye insisted that "neither I nor the 


Committee have taken a position on 
secrecy legislation" — which could mean 
they might yet propose it He also told 
Shattuck that the Committee "has every 
intention of putting in a bill on electronic 
surveillance* — a 1977 version of last 
year's Kennedy-Levi bill to require judicial 
warrants for foreign intelligence wiretaps.

I reproduced the letter in full for two 


editor headlined. "Vandalism in schools." 
It was from Mrs. M. J. Seymour and was 
highly critical of Millikan High School in 
particular, and the Long Beach Unified 
School District, in general. 


Mrs. Seymour said her daughters car 


was stolen from the Millikan parking lot 
Fcb 22. driven and returned to the lot with 
vandalism of MOO to the car's interior. She 
wrote: 
.. ., 
"The school administrators said they 


are not responsible, security says they can 
do nothing, and the police would not even 
lake fingerprints because there is so much 
of this vandalizing occurring. The mam 
concern of the Millikan personnel I talked 
to was whether or not it (the carl was 
insured. 
"...The law says I must send my chil- 


dren to school, yet"the school district is not 
responsible for the safety of their persons 
andpossessions. 


"I also would like to know why the 


Board of Education is so lacking in warn- 
ing parents what kind of vandalism is 
going on in our schools, especially since it 
refuses to take any .responsibility..." 


The identical letter had been rueiutl 


at the school district offices a few days 
earlier, and a response to it was written 
March IS by G. B. Garcia, assistant super- 
intendent, secondary division. 


In the interest of fairness to all con- 


cerned. I'll share the Garcia letter with 
readers of the Ombudsman column: 


"Dear Mrs. Seymour: Your letter to 


the Board of Education regarding the theft 
of your daughter's automobile from the 
Millikan parking lot was referred to me. It 
was a very regrettable incident and I be- 
lieve I can understand how you feel be- 
cause mv son's vehicle was stolen when he 
attended Millikan High School. In that case 
we were able to find out who had stolen the 
vehicle lit was another student) and the 
parents made restitution for the damage. 


"The police were of little help to us at 


that time. I'm sorry that they did not take 
a greater interest in the case of your 
daughter's automobile. 


"School people at Millikan have cor- 


rectly told you that the district cannot be 
responsible for the personal property of 
students. Students tend to lose things and 
take things from one another. We believe 
this to be more of a home problem than a 
school problem. Although reasonable ef- 
forts arc made to help safeguard property, 
the district does have a greater responsi- 
bility for the safety of persons while at 
school. 
-Again. 1 am very sorry your daughter 


• experienced such an unfortunate incident.

This is in reply to Mickey Gastwirth's 


letter regarding those "capped gas wells" 
the Bureau of Land Management official 
stumbled onto on government land in west- 
ern Colorado. 
. 


The operator who drilled the wells is 


probably tied up in environmental red 
tape, such as archeolpgical reports, etc.. 
seeking permits granting the right of way 
for a pipeline for it to reach a market. 


The law there requires an accredited 


archeologist to make an inspection of a 
proposed drill site and the proposed route 
leading to the drill site. He must do so in a 
prescribed manner, carefully scrutinizing 
the terrain to make certain that any arti- 
facts which are in plain sight or suspected 
to exist at all on said routes, pipeline 
rights of way, drill sites, etc., arc carefully 
preserved in place. The proposed route 
and/or drill sites might be changed many 
times over a period of six months or more 
before a permit is grudgingly granted. 


During drilling operations, the crew 


will be under constant surveillance day 
and night by BLM "officials" to make sure 
all employe's use portable, chemical toilets 
while on the job or en route to and from 
the job. Such toilets must meet certain 
EPA, BLM and U.S. Department of the 
Interior specifications. 


If the drilling crew is tough enough to 


survive the harassment and gas or oil 
actually is discovered in commercial quan- 
tities, a pipeline route permit will be re- 
quired. This is the time when the 
environmental boys and girls really have 
some fun. The game is to do all the law 
allows to prevent that nasty old oil man 
from marketing his product. They will find 
all sorts of "endangered species all over 
the place. They usually have the help of 
certain politicians and judges, plus the 
BLM. Department of Interior. U.S. Geolog- 
ical Survey and. lately, it seems, the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


By the lime the oil man. independent 


or otherwise, finally, if ever, cuts through 
all the red tape, he may have ulcers and 
could possibly be found hiding under his 
desk, cringing, twitching, jerking and 
shaking.

Armen Condo, 43. of Huntington 


Beach, spoke to the Santa Ana 
gathering as a representative of 
Your Heritage Protection Associa- 
tion, headquartered in Costa Mesa. 


"Money and taxes are kept 


mysterious so ths average person 
cannot understand them." Condo 
said. "The best tax shelter is the 
nation's Constitution, which doesn't 
allow 50 to 75 per cent of the taxes 
that are taken from you." 


Condo. who works for a 


company that manufactures com 
mechanisms for vending machines, 
said the government allows infla- 
tion to continue because inflation 
pushes taxpayers into higher in- 
come categories and forces them to 
pay a higher percentage of their 
income for taxes. 


"Inflation doesn't hurt the gov- 


ernment because the government is 
financed on a long-range basis and 
it stays ahead of its debts by in- 
creasing taxes or simply printing 
more money," he said. 


"But the bubble could bunt 


anytime," causing a collapse of the 
social order unless taxpayers wake 
up and reform their government, 
be said. 


At the peak of the Santa Ana 


demonstration, there were 43 adults 
and eight children present, but 
organizers of the two protests said 
they weren't surprised by the small 
attendance because many people 
were away for the Easter weekend. 


Dave Collins, a 20-year-old 


unemployed truckdriver from 
Orange, joined the Santa Ana 
demonstration. He said anyone who 
pays taxes that represent more 
than 4 percent of his income is a 
slave to the government. 


"I'm not an anarchist and I 


believe in the need for taxes," he 
explained. "But taxes of 20 to 70 
percent, which the government is 
now collecting, make working a 
lost cause."

Typical of Lasorda was his table- 


hopping in a coffee shop one morning last 
week when the Dodgers were in Scotts- 
dale. Ariz. 


Someone pointed out to Lasorda that 


Italians were moving toward a baseball 
managing monopoly with Billy Martin of 
the Yankees. Joe Altobelli of San Fran- 
cisco. Herman Franks of (he Chicago 
Cubs and himself. 


"Yeah, if we can just Find jobs for 


Joey Amalfltano and Yogi Berra. we're 
going to hold the beball winter meetings 
in Rome." he responded. 


Lasorda shifted locations quickly and. 


within moments, people at another table 
were laughing. 


HE RETURNED to the first table. 
"Did I ever tell you about the kid 


pitcher I had at Idaho Falls?" he asked. 
Nearly everyone had, but no one objected 
to a rerun. 


"Everytime I asked him to pitch, he 


said he had a sore arm. I couldn't figure 
it out and I was about ready to release 
him. One day he came to my hotel room 
and said. 'Coach, have you ever seen this 
book?' He always called me Coach and I 
always told him to call me Skip. 


"I said. 'Get outta here with that

Suddenly, Freeway 


Series is possible 


' You recall, if you were around 
at the time, how the Brooklyn 
Dodgers and the New York Yan- 
kees played for the world cham- 
pionship and an inspired bard 
called it the Subway Series." 


There will never be another 


Subway Series, of course, and 
more's the pity. But the romanti- 
cists of baseball are not without an 
area of imagination. 


Some of them are wild pros- 


pects, to be sure. Like the BART 
Series which would involve the San 
Francisco Giants and Oakland Ath- 
letics or the Canuck Series between 
the Montreal Expos and Toronto 
Blue Jays. 


Then too. a wild suggestion 


might be a Dome Series between 
the Houston Astros and Seattle 
Mariners. Equally fictional is a 
City Series in Chicago featuring the 
CUM and White Sox. 


NOT ALTOGETHER out of the 


qaestion, on the other hand, is an 
Amtrak Series between the Yan- 
kees and the Philadelphia Phillies 
or a Highway Series involving the 
St. Louis Cardinals and Kansas 
City Royals. 


Naturally, you had hardly ex- 


pected to survive long enough to 
witness the Freeway Series be- 
tween the Los Angeles Dodgers and 
California Angels. This had been 
discussed over the years but in the 
manner of a strange and impossi- 
ble dream. 


Suddenly, however, it is less of 


an impossibility than, say, Howard 
Cossell and Jack Kent Cooke finish- 
ing in a deadheat for the Mr. Nice 
Guy award of the Downtown Ath- 
letic Club of Ames, Iowa. 


Responsible for this dramatic 


alteration of facts is the free agent 
situation in major league baseball 
whereby it is now possible for a 
team to purchase its way out of 
'mediocrity. Accordingly, the 
Angels squandered something like 
$S million for players Bobby Grich, 
Jpe Rudi and Don Baylor. 
' THE PRESENCE of these 
three millionares was sufficient to 
prompt the people in charge of 
odds in Las Vegas to hang up the 
Angels as co-favorites with the 
Kansas City club in the American 
•League West. 
; ' As for the Dodgers, their posi- 
tton is similar to that of recent 
.years which is to say if it were not 
for the Cincinnati Reds, the Dodg- 


ers would never be out of the World 
Series. 


It must be understood, of 


course, there will be nothing uni- 
versal about the popularity of a 
Freeway Series. While the mer- 
chants of Anaheim and Beverly 
Hills will rejoice. New York and 
Philadelphia will turn up their nos- 
trils at the whole sordid affair. 


Neither will the television net- 


work people spend any time danc- 
ing around the maypole. For one 
thing, a World Series on the West 
Coast automatically eliminates 
prime time TV. 


When it is 8 p.m. in Los An- 


geles, it is 11 p.m. in New York and 
the audience has scattered. 


THE SERIOUS authorities of 


baseball will tell you that dialogue 
regarding a Freeway Series at this 
point in time is premature to the 
point of absurdity. 


The reasoning is that the odds 


on both teams getting out of their 
leagues and into the World Series 
are terribly long. It is something 
like the difference in betting on an 
exacta race as opposed to an ordi- 
nary wager. 


The Angels will probably turn 


out to be the more suspect of the 
two. The Dodgers have likely im- 
proved more than their tormenters. 
The Dodgers have added Rick Mon- 
day, the celebrated guardian of the 
flag, and can logically hope for a 
healthy summer for such gimps of 
the past as Reggie Smith. Dusty 
Baker and Bill Russell. 


Cincinnati will place its 1976 


team on the field with the exception 
of Tony Peres and Don Gullett who 
have departed. 


AS FOR the Angels, there is no 


assurance that giving a man a mil- 
lion will make him play like one. 


Still, the thought of a Freeway 


Series makes for interest in the 
spring which can be enhanced to 
fever in the summer and hysteria 
in the fall. 


Naturally.it is more reasonable 


to figure on another Dodger-Yan- 
kee World championship despite 
the unhappy thought such classics 
since the Subway Series have failed 
to capture the imagination of the 
authors. 
The last time it happened was 


in 196} when Los Angeles defeated 
New York, four games to none. 


Only the Yankees had a name 


for it.

"I'm gonna sing ya a little 
song." 


Well, maybe Gene Autry never 


uttered so prosaic a line in even the 
worst of his 88 flicks of dubious 
cultural value. But it's clear that 
after 16 years of serenading the 
Southland sports fan with ballads of 
pennants in the sky, the Cowboy 
really means business. 


This past winter Autry forked 


over $5.2 million to round up a 
posse of Bobby Grich. Joe Rudi and 
Don Baylor. His top hand. Nolan 
iTex) Ryan, already was laboring 
for a grubstake in the millions. 


Autry reflects on the upgraded 


image of his baseball team, the 
Angels, as he relaxes in the pool- 
side patio of the Palm Springs hotel 
that bears his name. 
"There's a misconception," he 


says. "They talk about me empty- 
ing my saddle bags, but that's not 
the way it worked. 


"I didn't go out and spend 


money like a wild man. We just 
haven't opened the safe and thrown 
out millions of dollars. I'm not a 
billionaire or millionaire or any- 
thing like that." 


AS IT TURNED out. even How- 


ard Hughes was not a billionaire. 
But Autry not a millionaire? 


He disclaims his wealth be- 


cause he does not wish to flaunt it. 
but his majority ownership of two 
TV stations and six radio stations 
through Golden West Broadcasters 
is not denied, and he retains 50-plus 
per cent of the Angels in partner- 
ship with the Signal Companies, a 
conglomerate for which the Angels 
are a toy. 


Autry is a financial success. 


Even his horse was named Cham- 
pion. Three of them. But his base- 
ball team has never finished better 
than third. He decided it needed 
some horses. 
"I talked to my partners.' 


Autry says, "and Mr. (Forrest) 
Shumway, the president of Signal, 
said, 'Maybe we've been too con- 
servative. Let's spend some money 
and try to get ballplayers that can 
help us win.' 


up 'for the fans' 


"I do beKeve you should pay a 


player for what he's capable of 
doing and what he brings in at the 
box office. We have a player right 
now who, when he pitches, brings 
in four or five thousand more peo- 
ple."Nolan Ryan probably has the 
best contract of anybody in our 
organization. Well. Nolan Ryan 
should get more money than the 
guy who brings in nobody. There 
has to be a balance." 


AN OBSERVER must wonder 


how a country boy from Tioga, 


"1 like him very much ... and 


I'll tell you this." Autry adds with 
his matinee grin, "he damn sure 
gets his name in the paper some 
way." 


Owning a baseball team is no 


ego trip for Autry. 


"I don't think I need any more 


publicity. I guess I've won every 
award I can win, outside of the 
Academy Award." 


Unofficially. Autry was once 


recognized by Fortune magazine as 
"Hollywood's No. 1 businessman." 


Officially, he has received the 


Horatio Alger Award, the Valley

flated income ol the modern pro 
athlete. 
"The player and the owner 


have got to get down to realistic*, 
he says. "I don't think there's any 
way you can play baseball with 
ticket prices the way they are 
today and balance the budget. 


Tex., ever got to be a financial wiz. 
Some who have taken On on Gene 
Autry for a bumpkin are walking 
around with their pockets turned 
inside out. 


"I finished high school," Autry 


says. "I never went to college. 1 
started out as a telegraph operator. 
I used to deliver telegrams, and I 
learned Morse code on the railroad.

Surf ace fishing? 
All Boats are 'go9 


Southern California sportfishermen are due to 


emerge from the depths where the rockfish abound and 
begin trying for surface action, beginning this week. Not 
ill skippers wiU forsake rockflshing, but those who know 
the offshore waters weQ enough are expected to change 
to the higher plane In the hope of catching bonito and 
kelp and sand bass. Later, they also hope, there will be 
some yellowtail and white sea bass. 


Don Ashley and his father, Whitey, have been 


alternating on their boat, the Aztec. They eater mostly 
to .charter parties, but Tuesday is always "open day* 
for them at Queen's Wharf Sportfishing, 555 Pico Ave- 
nue That's the day when the Californian doesn't run, so 
the Ashleys pick up all those who want to fish at 
Catalina or San Clement* Islands or any place where 
surface game fish are hitting. 


The boats from San Pedro's 22nd Street Landing 


and all other landings near here have been fishing the 
offshore banks at Catalina for several days. Oddly 
enough, those spitfire bonito schools that were turning 
the ocean into froth near the San Gabriel River mouth 
have moved to Catalina Island. 
: For how long, nobody can predict. Bonito prefer 


warm water and that's what they get at the mouth of the 
San Gabriel. Upriver. the power plants pull in cool sea 
water, warm it and then expel it into the channel. 


ON THAT SAN GAL'MEL River subject, this might 


be a proper time to wonder aloud again about that small 
fishing platform which the City of Long Beach was 
supposed to construct below its half of the bridge that 
separates this city from Seal Beach and Orange County. 
If my memory serves me right, that tiny little proiect- 
and I do mean tiny!-was approved by the Long Beach 
City Council, the Coastal Commission, the State Lands 
Commission and all other governmental groups that 
were supposed to give it an official OK.

Prices continue to rise. The

Uncle Sam's Ux collec- 


tors aren't entirely with- 
out mercy: you don't owe 
them anything after 
you're dead, for one thing. 


And then there's the 


thing that keeps the real 
estate business alive - 
the deferment of capital 
gains in the buying and 
selling of homes. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: 
I'm selling my home for 


W9.900 with a $3.000 mort- 
gage left to pay on it. 
Should 1 buy a new home 
for (80,000 and start a new 
mortgage? If I put the 
$46,900 in the bank, or in- 
vest in stocks. I'll have to 
pay on income from about 
22 per cent of it. according 
to the IRS Ux table. If 1 
reinvest part of the money 
into a new mortgage on a 
new home, than I can de- 
duct mortgage interests, 
plus property tax, from 
my gross income. 


I get $8,232 a year on 


Social Security as I am a 
widow with two depend- 
ents. I have $10,000 in 
bonds at 9% and 10V» per 
cent, an annuity of $10,000, 
plus $35,000 in CDs at 7H 
per cent. I also own a $20,- 
000 townhouse that I rent 
for $300 a month and have 
$2.000 in income a year 
from a farm. What would 
you advise me to do? Do 
you think the new home is 
a good idea? They say 
property increases in 
value at about 8 per cent a 
year. Mrs. E.E.. Buffalo, 
N.Y. 


A. I don't think you 


really have much choice 


In the matter, do you? The 
profit on the sale of your 
home (and, of course, I 
don't know what that is) is 
taxed as a capital gain 
which simply means that 
half of it is tax-free and 
the balance is taxed at 
your normal rate — and 22 
per cent sounds about 
right in your case. I as- 
sume, of course, that you 
are NOT counting the en- 
tire $46,900 as clear profit 


You're pretty comfort- 


ably situated, and I would 
buy a replacement house. 
As far as the IRS is con- 
cerned, you wouldn't 
necessarily have to go as 
high as $60.000 unless 
that's the house that you 
particularly want. As long 
as the new home is at 
least as expensive as the 
house you are selling — 
and as long as you replace 
it within 18 months — then 
you can defer the capital 
gains. 
Dear Mr. Campbell: 


We recently bought a 


new house (new to us, at 
least), and we had no soon- 
er moved in than virtually 
everything in the place 
started falling apart — the 
furnace, the plumbing, 
everything. 


What chance do we 


have of making the sellers 
pay for these expensive 
repairs? It seems to us 
that they should be, at 
least, partially responsi- 
ble. - Mrs. W. F. V., Wil- 
mington. Del. 


ANSWER: You may- 


have a valid point, as a 
matter of principle, but 


you won't have much luck 
making it stick legally. 


Some home sellers (let's 


face It) simply nave an In- 
credibly keen Instinct for 
getting out just before 
most of the major compo- 
nents of their home art 
destined to (all apart. 
Maybe, in fact, this wai 
one of the reasons for 
their decision to sell. 


But, unfortunately (fron 


the buyer's standpoint), it 
isn't really fair to expect 


the Kllen to keep cough- 
ing up money for major 
replacements and repairs 
oo a bouse that they no 
longer own. 


About the only way you 


can come back on the sell- 
ers In a case like this is 
when you can definitely 


prove that there was (raid 
ind deception on their 
part In concealing major 
flaws - and it'i a dif- 
ficult. If not near-impossi- 
ble, thing to prove.

- Know how 


to get everybody's attention? 


,Tell them now to save a few 


hard-earned dollars. 


I That's what WiUodean D. MOM 


and Dr. Margorie S. Stewart did 
when they wrote an article — "One 
Hundred Ways to Save Money — 
for the Journal of Home Econom- 
ics. 
. 


i "Rising costs have placed 


everybody in the same boat," Mrs. 
Moss saia. "And we must compen- 
sate somewhere." 


Dr. Stewart is dean of the Col- 


lege of Home Economics at the 
University of Kentucky. Mrs. Moss 
is assistant to the dean. Together. 
they pooled their resources and 
searched through the library to find 
ways to help people counteract ris- 
ing costs. Other faculty members 
were eager to add their ideas to the 
listThey tried to concentrate en 


food, housing and transportation. 
Research shows most families 
spend almost half their income in 
these three areas. 


The home economists believe, 


"being determined to cut costs is 
much like being determined to 
stick to a diet and lose weight: It 
only works to the extent of our 
determination. 


"That basic determination to 


cut costs must be grounded in coals 
for ourselves and our families. Ail 
we need to remember is that goals 
change, and so do spending pat- 
terns." 


DR. STEWART and Mrs. Moss 


described five steps to take before 
you start saving. 


— Keep a record of expendi- 


tures for a month. Separate food 
from nonfood items bought at the 
supermarket. These records will 
show how money is spent. 


— Learn to master accounting 


procedures. Know the income tax 
deductions that are allowed and 
keep accurate records and receipts. 


— Plan family savings. The 


most effective method is deduction 
from the paycheck. The next is 
depositing a predetermined amount 
in savings when the check is 
cashed. 
, 


— Avoid situations that lead to 


impulse buying or shopping sprees. 
Make lists. Buy only what has been 
planned and needed. 


— Agree as a family to reflect 


for X time before making major 
purchases costing X dollars. 
"There are lots of things we 


didn't list We kept it at 100." says 
Mrs. Moss. "Nothing is new. It's 
mostly a collection of things we do 
now and don't realize bow much we 
are saving. This is just a reminder 
to encourage more of it" 


Here are a f«w of the home 


economists' suggestions. They are 
not fisted in order of priority, 
'which, of course, differs with the 
individual.

week. 


— Prepare oven meals often. 
— Extend meat with cereals 


and pasta products.

Terrorism reaches new high in 'Black Sunday- 


At a time when most movies seem to 


have been made by computer errors. 
Robert Evans is putting the word 
"producer" back into the language. He 
used to run Paramount. Now he makes 
his own pictures, and they are making 
him a household name. 


Robert Evans is important because 


he not only reads the script (which is rare 
enough among today's greedy hucksters 
who call themselves producers) but fol- 
lows through on every detail until it is 


rex 
reed 


sometimes confusing as to just who 
should get the proper credits (or his films 
on the screen. They love him and loathe 
him in Hollywood, but they cannot ignore 
him.The man who laughed all the way to 
the bank with "Love Story" and "The 
Godfather" is still counting up the profits 
on -Marathon Man." and his new block- 
buster. "Black Sunday," is already the 
screen's newest runaway smash. Robert 
Evans is in the catbird seat 


His scrambed eggs curdle and his 


bacon turns cold in his New York hotel 
suite while he takes care of more impor- 
tant business than eating - the business 
of talking about his first love, producing, 
and the latest product of his efforts, 
"Black Sunday." This galvanizing, hair- 
raising suspense epic is about a Palestin- 
ian terrorist (Marthe Keller) and a disil- 
lusioned, half-mad Vietnam pilot (Bruce 
Dern) who come up with a plot to exter- 
minate 82,000 Americans at Miami's 
Super Bowl game. 


It's going to make "King Kong" look 


like an organ grinder's monkey. While I 
admit to Hs dazzling show of stall and the 
obvious trillions it will pump into the 
movie industry's flagging economy, my 
only reservation, as I Ulk to Evans over 
breakfast U that I fear it win spawn a 
rash of unwanted imitations. 


Does the success and instant box- 


office appeal of "Black Sunday" mean 
we'll now be stampeded with more 
movies about terrorism just like it? 


"Absototelr not." says Evani em- 


phatically. "Nobody can outdo this pic- 
ture. If somebody gave me IIS million, 
even I could not do it again. TheperrnU- 
sions we got from Goodyear, the National 
Football Leap*, the Super Bowl ... 
neating into the Arab nations to (hoot 
scenes secretly... well, it his nothing to 
do with money. 


"A government's fiscal budget could 


not afford to make, this picture again 


because the permissions could not be 
granted. If you can't outdo something on 
any budget, then you shouldn't try." 


"BLACK SUNDAY*; cost $8 million, 


which isnt much, considering films that 
cost twice as much and take place inside 
houses. Evans credits director John 
Frankenheimer for everything "He 
brought it in on budget and on time. All 
of our cost is on the screen. Every other 
director I know might easily have gone 
twice that much over budget But the 
real truth is that whatever the cost, it 
could never be done again. What we've 
got on film has never been seen before 
and will never be seen again. It's an 
original." 


With terrorism blanng from every 


headline, there's no doubt that "Black 
Sunday" seizes on the panic of the hour. 
But in one of the more ludicrous moves in 
its undistinguished history, the MPAA 
has given the film an undeserved 
R 


rating because, according to Evans., 
"they said it was too real. He appealed 
three times and was told the film is so 
realistic it might cause the same kind of 
mass hysteria as Orson Wells' now-fa- 
mous radio show about an invasion from 
outer space. Evans U furious. 


"There is no nudity or obscene lan- 


guage in 'Black Sunday' not even a single 
four-letter word. And there isn't as much 
violence as I've seen in 'Roots' on TV. 
Yet anyone under 18 can read the facts 
about terrorism in the daily newspaper. 
It's shocking and archaic, and if I were a 
high school principal. I'd made it conpul- 
sory viewing. It's part of education. 


"Every student from 14 to 18 will love 


this picture, they'll be gripped by it. 
they'll learn something about the world 
they live in, they're intelligent filmgoers 
like everyone else, and yet they are for- 
bidden to see it because of an archaic 
rating code, and I think it's a disgrace! 
There are a lot of 17-year-old college 
freshmen now. and I think they should be 
resentful as ben about it" 
. , 


The film doesn't take sides. It isn't 


pro-Israel or pro-Arab. It U aaU terrorist 
"The book was more political, but I don t 
think people go to movies to be preached 
to. So 1 worked oa script changes to give 
both sides of the story. We made it like 
The Batue of Algiers.' in as documen- 
tary a fashion as we could. If a movie 
gets too political, it's not entertainment 


•The main power of this movie is 


that it show now every member of the 
audience U a potential victim of terror- 
ists every time he gets into a crowd. 
Thomas Harris, who wrote h, spent four 
years researehiai it What to wroUi U 
fiction, bet it co3d so tasily be fact And 
we're naive to think otherwise. Franken- 
heimer and I toe* serea months to- 
gether polishing UM script so it would be 


like a time bomb going off. Now that it's 
over, I don't know how we did it."

ind permissions were the most difficult 
>art. A key factor must be that innocent- 
ooting Goodyear blimp that lazily cir- 
Mes football games and outdoor events 
equipped with TV cameras to give home 
,-iewers those pretty aerial snots that 
.ook so good in color. There are only five 
olimps in the world — four in America 
and one in Europe. 


"Many people automatically turned 


down the film because they got turned 
lown by Goodyear. I can't blame them. 
It's not such good publicity to have the 
terrorists inside the Goodyear blimp. But 
it just so happens that Frankenheimer 
had done 'Grand Prix* for Good/ear 
about 12 years ago and they loved his 
*ork. so after many debates, meetings 
and flights to Akron, they finally gave in 
ind let us use the Goodyear blimp. With- 
out it, the picture could not have been 
made. 
"Then, John got permissions from 


CBS, the NFL, the AFL. the Super Bowl 
and Pete RozeUe. None of these people

trill ever agree to give that cooperation 
again. They all read the script, but when 
they saw the picture their faces turned 
white. I don't think they expected it to 
have the realism or impact it has. I 
cannot credit John Frankenheimer 
:nough for this. It has put him back on 
the map." 


After a long string of bombs, Fran- 


kenheimer was so disgusted with his ca- 
reer he was planning to move to France, 
study gourmet cooking and open his own 
restaurant, working as a chef because be 
didn't feel he had any talent anymore. 


"At 26," says Evans, "he was the 


hottest boy wonder in Hollywood. I met 
him in 1957 when I was an actor. His 
success must have gone to his head. He 
was so arrogant at one point that be 
turned down 'Virginia Woolf because he 
couldn't get star billing above the title 
with Elizabeth Taylor. That's how Mike 
Nichols got the job. By the time he was 
to, Frankenheimer had made so many 
flops he was washed up. 


"But I judge a director by his best, 


not his worst. I'd rather take a director 
with three great pictures and six flops 
than a director with 10 so-so pictures 
under his belt. John has reached the 
heights and depths. It's up to me as a 
producer, if he's reached those heights, 
to get it out of him again. 


"We worked as 50-50 partners, right 


jown to the last cue of music, and it 
couldn't have been better. I never both- 
ered him on the set The director is 
captain of the ship there. However, at 
night I'd look at dailies and discuss with 
him what I liked and what I didn't, and 
*-t made a tremendous number of 
changes as we went along. I believe film- 
making is a big collaboration if you want 
magic, and John gave me everything. 


"When I did 'Godfather' the company 


wasn't anxious to make it because they 
laid there's never been a successful 
Mafia film. What I had to get Francis 
Coppola to do was a canvas where e>'en 
though the people were doing terrible 
thugs, you felt for them, understood 
them, knew why they did them. That's 
•hat made 'Godfather,' great, because 
the characters were fully defined. 


"We've done the same thing with 


'Black Sunday.' We've developed our 
heavies is well as our heroes. I don't 
care how expensive or spectacular a 
'. movie U. it fails Jf the audience is more 


interested in the hardware than the peo- 
ple. U you can get people interested in 
both, then you have magic on the screen. 
The real stars of 'Black Sunday' are the 
property itself and John Franken- 


EVANS FIRST showed the film to 800 


exhibitors at S p.m. one afternoon last 
September. At that time, Frankenheimer 


didn't know where his next job was com- 
ing from. By the following afternoon, his 
price had tripled and he was offend 12 
lilms to direct 


The story has a happy reding for the 


"Black Sunday" creators, but Evans 
says he still feels sad about the general 
shape of the industry now. "I feel sorry 
for young people going into the business 
who want to make pictures. We're the 
only government in the world that does 
not have a subsidy for motion pictures. 


"England. France. Germany. Italjr, 


Spain, Japan — they all have subsidies to 
help get films made. We have nothing. 
Yet the American film is our greatest 
export next to Coca Cda. Now they've 
even killed the tax-incentive plan, with- 
out which movies like 'One Flew Over 
The Cuckoo's Nest' would never have 
been made. It hurts the young directors, 
writers, acton and producers because 
the more expensive pictures become, the 
fewer gambles the studios are willing to 
take. 
: 


"That's why we have so many movies 


about exorcisms, burning buildings, air- 
plane crashes and earthquakes — be- 
cause they're looking for commercial 
fare and they won't take chances.- Union 
rates have gone up 38 per cent in the past 
two years. Actors are demanding mil- 
lions of dollars for salaries. If it were up 
to me. everyone would work for scale. 
The entire cast of 'Black Sunday' didn't 
cost me what Dustin Hoffman got paid in 
•Marathon Man.'" 


Everyone thinks Bob Evans is now 


King Midas. He roars with laughter at 
the idea. "By the time the theater exhibi- 
tors pay the distributor and the distribu- 
tor deducts all of its advertising expenses 
and other costs, the accountants come to 
and the lawsuits start, it's a miracle if 
anyone makes a profit I started 'Mara- 
thon Man'and'Black Sunday'in 1974. 


"This is 1977 and except for my sal- 


ary. I have yet to see any profits. I have 
no money. I probably will never die rich. 
But I have pride in what I do. I get 
involved in every nuance, and that's why 
I can only make one movie every two 
years. By the time I buy the property, 
make the movie, follow throvgn on the 
completion, distribution, dubbing and 
marketing in every foreign country, I've 
used up three yean of my life, but when 
you throw yourself into it everyone else 
works harder, too. 


"If more producers disregarded their 


accountant* and worked this way. maybe 
they'd gala more respect in the industry 
and not be regarded aa efttrepteaeun, 
packagers, agent* and dealmakert. My 
work is killing me. but I wool prostitute 
myself for commerce." 


And that's why Robert Evans U put- 


ting the word "producer" back on the 
marquee in the Scliaick tradition.

Detroit looks 
like the camp of a mammoth army hazed 
with the smoke of a hundred campfires. 


By Monday afternoon, there have been 


over HOO alarms. There are gunshots at the 
fire engines, and Gov. George Romney 
orders in 7,000 National Guardmen and 600 
state troopers. Monday night. President 
Johnson order -1.700 paratroopers, many of 
them Vietnam veterans, into the burning 
city. In the dancing shadows of the night 


there is growing gunfire. By morning, 23 
are already dead. The madness continues. 


TUESDAY night, troopers wearing 


black hoods for concealment, like medieval 
headsmen, prowl the streets in armored 
carriers. Tanks roll up to shatter a tene- 
ment with tracers where a suspected 
sniper lurks. A match flickers in a dark- 
ened window and a 4-year-old child is 
killed by gunfire from the troops. 


Water drips in the rubble of fallen 


buildings, their chimneys and walls mark- 
ing a Stonehenge of ruin. Three young 
blacks are rounded up in the Algiers Motel 
by police and later are found shot to death. 
A lady from Connecticut watches from a 
window and is hit by a stray bullet, saying 
"Oh!" as she falls dead. 


By Thursday the frenzy is spent. The 


blood is let. The embers cooled. Forty- 
three have died. Five thousand have been 
burned out of their homes. Thousands are 
jobless because the places where they 
worked no longer exist. And Detroit, a 
trademark of American industry, is now a 
landmark of something else.

A frown crossed Pattie Hart- 


zell's (ace. Someone had tossed a 
picfe.of stationary into the waste- 
basket near her desk instead of into 
the recycling box. She plucked it 
out and put it in the right con- 
tainer. 
. , 
. "People take you seriously 


about the importance of recycling 
if they see you're serious about it." 
the"dark-hatred Long Beach State 
University student said. 


•••She's serious about it. Recy- 


cling' has become a crusade with 
her'-And the college and city took 
her efforts seriously enough to put 
up" almost 150,000 in cash, equip- 
ment and construction work to 
bnild what LBSU officials call the 
best recycling center In the South- 
i The center, which opened this 
wn-k, is a drive-in, drop-off point 
for newsprint, high-grade paper, 
cardboard, aluminum, tin and glass 
that would ordinarily go to the 
dump, never to be used again. 


Located near the main lower 


clmnpus entrance on Atherton 
Sfreet between Bellflower Boule- 
vlrd and Palo Verde Avenue, the 
cfntcr is open to anyone ecology- 
minded enough to sort the recycle- 
able' items out of their trash and 
bfing them to the college. The cen- 
ter is open 24 hours a day. 
• Jtf people care about the quality 
0} their lives, they should take the 
trouble to use the center. Ms. Hart- 
ztll said. 
{ "Our natural resources arc 
rinning out," said the towa-born 
nlierobiolgy major. "The more we 
recycle, the longer they 11 last 
I She said that there are also 
shund environmental reasons for 
recycling. The more newsprint is 
rtused, the fewer trees will be cut 
down. Energy is often saytd by 
rwyling the raw materials in 
manufactured products instead of 
producing them from scratch. 


• 
MS. HARTZELL and other 


LBSU students felt strongly enough 
about that point of view to become 
expert trash handlers, doing the 
hard work of keeping the tin cans 


out of the newspaper bin and 
shoveling up the broken glass to 
keep it out of patrons' tires at 
LBSU's old mid-campus recycling 
center. 


She and other students put in 


hours of their own time driving a 
borrowed University Union van 
around the city picking up recycle- 
able waste that ecology-minded 
companies saved for them. 


"I was very influenced by 


spending summers at my sister's 
farm where everything had to be 
recycled." Ms. Hartzell said. 


The farm, .near Boone Lake, 


Iowa, was one of thousands of mini- 
experiments in self-sufficiency that 
grew out of ideas generated bv the 
counter-culture movement of the 
late 1960s and early 1970s. 


Becuase the only source of 


water on the farm was a well, 
wasting water meant another trip 
to the pump. So water and other 
resources were reused as much as 
possible. 


"Being there gave me a beauti- 


ful, peaceful feeling." Ms. Hartzell 
said. "Everything moved at a 
much slower pace than in the city, 
tt wai primitive but wholesome. 


When she came to LBSU, a 


friend introduced her to volunteer 
work at the college's fledgling recy- 
cling center. 


She credits former center man- 


agers David Kageyama and Rich- 
ard Anthony with getting the 
project off the ground and empha- 
sizes the work that other students 
have done. 


College officials said that the 


center probably would have died if 
it hadn't been for her efforts. At 
least it's unlikely there would have 
been a newer, more convenient 


Us. Hartzell readily admits 


that not too many Long Beach resi- 
dents have continued to bring in 
their recycleable trash, week in, 
week out 
"But each time there s an 


energy crisis more people start 
coming in," she said. 


"We're trying to bring about a 


long-term attitude change so that 
when recycling becomes an eco- 


nomic necessity, people will be 
ready for it." 


THAT DAY is bound to come, 


she said. Japan, which has far 
fewer resources to squander, U al- 
ready close to it. But until recy- 
cling becomes an economic neces- 
sity, it's an uphill fight to convince 
people to take the few minutes a 
week that's necessary to recycle 
their trash. 


"Too many people want to take 


and not give." Ms. Hartzell said. 


"It's strange the way people 


like to consume large quantities of 
junk instead of a few quality things 
that last" 
She agreed that conspicuous 


consumption — owning and using 
as much as possible to assert status 
- plays a large role in wasting 
resources. She hopes an increasing 
number of people will stop and 
think what they're wasting. 


Ms. Hartzell and other students 


visited several stated agencies in 
the Long Beach area to remind 
them of an edict by Gov. Brown 
requiring them to recycle paper. 
Some agencies were ignoring it, 
she said. 
Using the borrowed van — now 


replaced with a van of their own — 
they make regular trips to local 
industries with large volumes of 
paper and other recycleable waste 
they want to get rid of. 


"We get the most cooperation 


at Seal Beach Leisure World," she 
said. "We go out once a week and 
make pick-ups at 12 different spots 
in Leisure World. The people there 
are great about washing the glass 
and cans and stacking them neatly 
for us." 


In visits to local schools, she 


gets children interested enough in 
the recycling gospel that they go 
home and tell their parents to start 
sorting their trash and bringing it 
to the center. 


But just as important, she tries 


to set a personal example. 


At the dedication of the new 


center a week ago. she turned down 
the conventional pair of shears for 
the ribbon cutting. She untied the 
yellow ribbon at one end so it could 
be used again. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I was a 


contestant on a TV quiz program 
and won $4.320 in merchandise. I 
received a list of the articles along 
with the "Suggested Retail Price." 
They state on this form that this 
price may not necessarily be the 
fair market value which must be 
reported to the Internal Revenue 
Service. How do I arrive at that 
value?-W.M.O. 


You can try several approaches 


which are acceptable, then report 
income based on the lowest value 
of each item. One way is to shop 
the stores and determine the lowest 
cash price for which you could 
have purchased each item. 


Another method is to determine 


the values if you wished to sell 
them, reduced by commissions, 
delivery, and other selling ex- 
penses. It is also appropriate to 
segregate any items that you would 
never have bought, and that cannot 
be sold, and cut those down to 
offers "you couldn't refuse." The 
question to be answered is — 
"What are these prizes worth to 
you?" Not —"What arc they worth 
to a socialite doing her Christmas 
shopping?" 


DEAR MR. SMITH: On Dec. 


JO. 1976,1 sold a piece of mountain 
property for $26,000 - $5.000 down, 
and the balance at $188.41 a month.

Your tax basis (cost) of the 


property is determined under the 
old law, which applies in all cases 
involving a death prior to Jan. 1, 
1977. That cost will be higher and 
more beneficial to you because the 
deed was in your names as hus- 
band and wife, rather than as joint 
tenants with right of survivorship. 


You start with the full, 100 per 


cent value of the property in 1968, 
when your husband died. You add 
all improvements from that date to 
the date of sale, and deduct de- 


preciation applicable to the period 
that you leased it out. Then you add 
all expenses of sale, such as 
broker's commissions, title insur- 
ance, etc.. That should now total to , 
the tax basis, which you can deduct , 
from the $26.000 sales price.

Don't allow yourself any distraction 
from the act of eating. The only thing you may do 
while eating is talk to another person at the table. 
4. DRINK WATER BEFORE EVERY MEAL. 


Before each meal, you must now drink a full 


eight-ounce glass of plain tap water. Not tea. not 
mtlee. nnt <uxfa wafer, not any kind of cordial. Just 
plain water — either straight from Ae tap or ice 
water from a container in the refrigerator, as you 
prefer.

more aware of your eating. 


When you drink a full glass of water before your

Eating becomes 
less rewarding. You become more aware of what 
you're doing. 


This is an unbreakable rule: you must drink the 


whole glass of water before you start to eat. 


In our cxper.cr.cc '.vtth the program, different 


people find different tasks lo be the most difficult. We 
cannot predict in advance just which tasks will be 
most difficult for you: but when you do run into real 
difficulties. >ou will be struggling to master your 
most serious problems in eating behavior. And it is 
there that you will need to concentrate hardest to 
break your present pattern. 


Whatever degree of difficulty you. personally, 


experience with the tasks in this phase, it is crucial 
that you master them. They will give you a greatly 
increased awareness of your own eating pattern- 


TO SUCCESSFULLY complete Phase Four, you

are mandatory 


City health officials issued a reminder that 


measles vaccine can be obtained from I to 4 p. 
m. every Monday and Wednesday at the Long 
Beach Health Department, 2655 Pine Ave. 


Dr. Rugmini Shah, director of medical 


services for the health department, said the 
vaccine U also available from the offices of 
private physicians. 


Because of a widespread measles epidemic 


in the Long Beach area, children will be kept 
out of school after May 2 if they have not been 
immunized by then, those who have had the 
disease are exempt since they now have im- 
munity. 


Dr. Shah said all Long Beach schools have 


been Instructed to review their immuniution 
records for all children enrolled in kindergar- 
ten through the 12th grade.

Since then Long 
Beach has acquired several major Falk- 
enstein sculptures, including the two 
that form part of the sculpture garden 
in the permanent collection of the Long 
Beach Museum of Art, and the struc- 
ture that stands over the reflecting pool 
in front of the humanities office building 
at Long Beach State University.

Jordanian side benefited from the 
postwar surge of tourism to the 
Middle East, but otherwise 
changed little. The Israel side ex- 
panded its role as the political and 
spiritual capital of the new nation, 
and as the years passed thoughts of 
She "ether" Jerusalem receded. 


ALTHOUGH tourists to the Israel 
capital city were prevented from 
visiting many of the holy places in 
the Jordanian sector. Mount Zion, 
the Knesset (Parliament), the new 
Hebrew University, the Israel Mu- 
seum and the Yad Vashem Me- 
morial to the Jewish victims of the 
European holocaust of World War 
II were all on view. 


Yet there was deep disappoint- 


ment in the division of the city, 
making the Jordanian-held holy 
places inaccessible to Christian and 
Moslem Israelis as well as to Jews 
of all nationalities. 


The bittersweet tranquility of 


Jerusalem was shattered by shell- 
fire on the morning of June 5.1967. 


Falsely encouraged by early re- 
ports of Egyptian and Syrian suc- 
cesses on other fronts of what was 
to become history's shortest war 
between nations. Jordan attacked 
the Israeli capital. 


This miscalculate*! brought 


swift retaliation. Before the Six 
Days War was half over. Israeli 
troops swept through Eastern Je- 
rusalem to the west bank of the 
Jordan River, reuniting the city. 
Within hours, bulldozers were busy 
destroying all traces of the dividing 
wall. 


WITH THE fall of the barriers, 


more than 100,000 Jewish Israelis 
streamed to the Western Wall to 
celebrate the new armistice with 
the festival of Shauvot, the Feast of 
Weeks. Israeli Christians and Mos- 
lems flocked to Jerusalem, once 
again able to visit their holiest 
shrines, including the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre and the mosques of 
Omar and El Akea. 


Reunification also removed the 


shadow of the wall from the resi- 
dents of the former Jordanian sec- 
tor. Excited by the unaccustomed 
freedom after almost a generation, 
they ventured farther into modern 
Israel to Tel Aviv. Jaffa and Haifa.

lem celebrate Easter, the memory

In the Perfect Planners' ease, 


they could have pushed on to Italy, 
for example, and, discovering that 
they preferred to linger there 
rather than burn up the road get- 
ting back to Paris, simply left from 
the airport that was nearest. 


Most tour participants going by 


scheduled or charter flights fly 
open jaw whether they realize it or 
not. but until now no iimdualry 
ticketed charter passenger has had 
the option. Beginning in late May.

Booking Charters (reservations and 
full payment must be made at least 
60 days ahead) "mixing" London 
and Brussels and London and 
Rome, allowing you to arrive in one 
city and leave from the other.

HONG KONG - There is i little 


I cubicle in a shopptnj arcade here where 
I1 like to buy Jade. The owner's father 
1 cooes into Hoof Kooi from Communist 
Canton on official business occaitootlly. 
On these trips he brings small items 


I which his neighbors wish to sell in order 
to obtain a few minor luxuries. Most of 
thebieces are very old. 


• 'The stall keeper caters exclusively 
to Chinese trade. However, we have 
berime friends through the years and I 
always find a few special pieces set 
aside when I pay my annual visit. His 
card is in Chinese, so the only way I can 
tell you how to find him is by describing 
the location. 
; It is on the Kowloon side of the Bay 


I on Nathan Road hi the rear of the first 
shopping arcade after you have passed 
Lane Crawford's Department store 
going north, or away from the Bay. 
Within the arcade, walk to the rear and 
then turn left along the last walkway 
between shops. My friend's shingle 
reads Ho, his name, and his stall will be 
at the end of the aisle on your right 


, SEVERAL shallow, topless wooden 
boxes in front of his shop will be filled 
with odds and ends of jade and jasper. 
Among them will be Buddhas. pendants, 
chops, "feeling" pieces, and circles 


choral 
pepper 


with holes in their centers. If you take 
time to examine each piece, as the 
Chinese do, you will find some here that 
would cost many times more in hotel 
arcades or tourist-oriented shops along 
Nathan Road. 


Most of Ho's trinkets are of "old" 


jade. By that, I mean they will be of a 
dark, mottlej gi«n hue. "Live" jade is 
of a spotted light, bright green on white. 
It is still changing color and will con- 
tinue to do so through the years. 


Americans prefer this brighter 


green, but the Chinese treasure the 
"old" Jade because they want to know 
the final score before they buy. You will 


see them bold it up to the li<ht to check 
for transparency, but also for any fanci- 
ful image that the mottled splotches 
might depict It Is a little like a psycho- 
logical Ronchak test 


IP A DRAGON is depicted In the 


markings, for example, it signifies good 
fortune and the piece will be worth 
more than one of superior quality with- 
out a fortuitous design. The threat 
posed by changing, or "live" jade is 
(hat you have no insurance against its 
developing an image that might signify 
"bad toss. 


When jade is carved, a sculptor 


may spend years meditating upon the 
hunk of stone while he awaits an Inspi- 
ration to guide his chisel. It is the form 
that the markings in the stone suggest 
that determines its final shape ana sub- 
ject 


Along with the identifiable objects 


in Mr. Ho's shop may be some small, 
smooth jade "feeling" pieces. These are 
non-objective in shape and may have 
passed through many generations in the 
same family. 


The Chinese carry them in a pocket 


or hang them arountheir necks. When 
they feel anxious about something, they 
fondle the stones to bring themselves 
luck, much as a middle-Eastener fiddles 
with worry beads. No one can convince 
a Chinese that jade is not endowed with 
supernatural properties. 


EACH TIME 1 return to Hong Kong, 


it is a surprise. The skyline builds con- 
stantly. It grows ever more crowded. It 
is noisy. Yet, it is absolutely unique 
among the world's great cities. I have 
been in love with it since the first time I 
set foot here some ten years ago.

wenty-four hours a day, Lt. Cmdr. 
Barry Chambers of the U.S. Coast 
Guard keeps a small beeper at- 
tached to his belt or at his bedside. 


Whenever it goes off, he packs his gear, 
bids his wife goodbye and heads out on 
a crucial and dangerous mission—com- 
bating an oil spill at sea. 


"We're like a fire department," he 


says." When the alarm sounds, we get 
moving." 


Chambers, 35, is part of the National 


Strike Force, a select 60-man group spe- 
cially trained to fight oil spills. It's 
divided into three 20-member teams 
spread out to cover the entire country: 
a Pacific unit based in San Francisco, a 
Gulf team in Bay St. louis. Miss., and 
the Atlantic Strike Team, headed by 
Chambers and stationed here in Eliza- 
beth Gty.

Since the inception of the force in 


S 1973, these men have flown to hundeds 
| of potential or actual spills, bringing a

from sinking, salvage oil still aboard, 
contain the spills *nd help dean up the 
waters. 


"The past winter was pretty rough," 


said Chambers when PARADE paid a re- 
cent visit to the air base here. 


It was B a.m. last Dec. 15, for exam- 


ple, when he was alerted at home here 
by a signal from his beeper. The liberian 


tanker Aigo Merchant, carrying more 
than 7J million gallons of thick heating 
oil, had run aground 27 miles southeast 
of Nantucket Island, Mass. 


By 10:30 a.m.. Chambers and two 


members of his team were aboard a 
C-130 cargo plane, packed with anti- 
pollution gear, flying from North Caro- 
lina to Massachusetts. When they ar- 
rived on Cape Cod, the winds were 
blowing at 20 knots and the seas were 
kicking up to six feet To jump aboard 
the stricken tanker from another vessel 
would be loo dangerous, so that night 
they were taken offshore by helicopter. 
One by one, they were lowered onto 
the deck of the Argo in darkness. 


A week later, the ship broke apart 


and dumped all of its syrupy cargo into 
the sea, causing the largest coastal oil

spill in American history. "That was one 
situation that got the best of us, because 
of the weather," Chambers says. "It also 
received most of the publicity." 


In late December, the Atlantic Strike 


Team was called to the Delaware River 
near Philadelphia, where the liberian- 
registered tanker Olympic Games had 
run aground, spilling some 133,000 gal- 
Ions of crude oil and fouling the shore- 
lines of three states. Over the following 
weeks, members flew to the Great Lakes, 
Bmzards Bay, Mass., the Hudson River, 
Chesapeake Bay, each time helping to 
contain an explosive situation. 


Worldwide duty 


Strike-team contingents have also 


been sent on missions around the 
world. In January 1975, a unit of 10 men 
from all three teams flew to the Straits 
of Malacca near Singapore at the re- 
quest of the Japanese government. A 
supertanker called Showa Maru had 
gone aground, spilling more than 1 mil- 
lion gallons of oil before the Coast 
Guard experts arrived to help pump off 
the remainder. 


• 
One harrowing experience in foreign 


waters began in August 1974, when the 
Chilean government called for help. 
Eight strike-team members flew with 
their equipment to the Strait of Magel- 
lan after the tanker Metula had lost 
52,000 tons of light Arabian crude oil. 


The Americans were dropped aboard 


the Metula and forced to live on the 
crippled ship, amid primitive condi- 
tions, for 43 days. With currents of up 


to eight knots and huge tides, the men 
struggled to position their pumping 
gear over the various cargo tanks. Work- 
ing in freezing hurricane winds with 
virtually no heat aboard, they got the 
ship offloaded and refloated. 


The men can get to any spill affecting 


the United States within two hours. 
They not only wear signal beepers on 
their belts but cany $500 in 
cash or travelers checks to 
make sure they are never 
stranded. Each man also has a 
set of "open orders" and an 
"official passport" enabling 
him to go anywhere in the 
world at a moment's notice. 


One bulletin issued by the 


Coast Guard warns prospec- 
tive volunteers that "many 
response missions are haz- 
ardous and risky endeavors." 
In fact a 30-year-old skin 
diver with the Atlantic team, 
Dennis Perry, was killed in 
April 1974 inspecting the hull 
of a grounded ship in the St 
Lawrence Seaway. 


There was the time, also, 


when team member Keith 
Darby released the port an- 
chor from its perch outside 
the hull of the Argo. Lowered 
by ropes tied to his ankles 
through an 18-inch hawse- 
pipe, he dangled precariously 
over the heaving, cold sea 
while he removed the an- 
chor. Then his colleagues 
pulled him back up through 
the pipe. 


Dangers and mishaps 


It's perhaps surprising that 


there haven't been more se- 
rious injuries to strike-team 
members over the past four 
years. "We've had a reason- 
able amount of hernias and 
mashed fingers," Chambers 
reflects, and some members 
of the Gulf team have been 
bitten by snakes in swamps 
and marshes. But what about 
the danger of oil 
itself? 


"We've gotten used to it," 
Chambers says. "Ifs more 
psychological than anything 
else. With our diving suits on, 
we only get oil on our hands 
and faces. Many oils bum the 
skin, but we use chemical 
solvents for that". • 


The pollution fighters are 


generally in their mid-Ws 
or 30% most having served at 
least five years in the Coast 
Guard before being accepted into a 
strike team. They are "cross-trained" in 
all the rescue and salvage techniques, 
yet some have also become specialists. 


Twenty-nine-year-old Darby, for ex- 


ample, has earned the title of "the 
birdman" among his Atlantic team col- 
leagues because of his expertise in the 
cleaning and rehabilitation of water- 


fowl. At least five men are topflight 
divers, while others are machinery tech- 
nicians, instructors and so forth. A few 
are becoming experts in the field of 
hazardous chemicals, which may turn 
out to be more of a plague than oil. 


Still others, like LL John day, 26, are 


deeply concerned about the environ- 
ment. "I grew up with the environ- 


About half are married, despite the fact 
that they spend more than 60 percent of 
their lives away from home. Some 
cleanup jobs extend as long as three 
months. Chambers himself spent 57 
days at the scene of the Argo disaster. 


"For the past three years," says his 


attractive wife Cindy, "I've planned a 
Christmas party for all the men and 


a C-130 and transported by air. Perhaps 
the most impressive unit is the Air De- 
liverable Anti-Pollution Transfer System 
(ADAPTS), capable of pumping 1800 
gallons of oil a minute. 


"We lost two of them when the A»jo

Seas Oil ContainmentSystem, 
is housed like an accordjrp: 
When activated, it snakes out 
onto the water's surface and 
inflates automatically to keep 
the oil confined.

winds of 20 knots. 


Still another item is an Oil 


Recovery System consisting 
of a skimmer supported on 
either side by large sausage- 
shaped storage tanks. After 
the oil is lapped up, it goes 
into the tanks for eventual 
disposal elsewhere. One of 
the skimmers weighs seven 
tons. Also, 5000-pound fend- 
ers can be placed between 
tankers and barges. 


The strike team does much 


of the skimming with large 
discs. The oil sticks to them 
and gets wiped off and 
dropped Into a barge. Most 
often, private contractors are 
hired to finish the job. As 
Chambers puts it ."Everything 
evolves to a guy with a 
hose and vacuum tank, suck- 
ing up that oil. Then it comes 


down to a shovel and rake on the 
shore." 


All of the oil spilled from the Argo, 


luckily, went out to sea rather than to- 
ward the shore. Who cleaned it up? 
"God," says Chambers, who points out 
that the No. 6 heating oil "couldn't have 
been made to bum off with a blow- 
torch" because of its thickness.

The strike teams are called when a situa- 


tion it too difficult for local Coast Guard 
units to handle. Still, the local port captain 
remains In charge as the "on-*cene coordi- 
nator" for the entire operation. 


When PARADE vnifed with the Atlantic 


Strike Team, various members were engaged 
in a lively discussion of how to prevent and 
reduce oil spills. "Weather is our greatest 
enemy," one said. "Everybody is coming up 
with new gadgets to pick up oil, but they 
can't figure out how to do it in seven-fool 
seas and 40-mile winds. Even the best equip- 
ment can become useless. We're doing lots 
of research, but it will take money. 


Meanwhile, they all agreed that total pre- 


vention of spills will take a long time. "It'll 
require new regulations forbuildingstronger 
ships," another member offered. "And that 
will mean agreements-between nations." 


The United States imports more than 6.3 


million barrels of oil each day, an incredible 
amount that's expected to increase by 70 
percent between now and 1980. The entire 
cargo of the Argo Merchant was a mere 
180,000 barrels, or less than 3 percent of a 
single day's Imports. Some 30,000 tankers 
arrive in our ports each year. 


Tighten safety rules 


Transportation Secretary Brock Adams, in 


his first major action after taking office this 
year, moved quickly to tighten marine safety 
rules to head off what he called an "intoler- 
able" rash of tanker accidents in domestic 
waters. Perhaps his most important step was 
to require that vessels carry Loran-C naviga- 
tional systems, which receive radio signals 
from shore. The signals are used to calculate 
positions at sea within an accuracy of 50 feet. 


Though public concern over tanker acd- 


dents is fully warranted, major harm also 
results from continuous, small spills taking 
place day after day In harbors, bays and 
rivers. Over the past three years, new law- 
enforcement pressure has had a significant 
effect on the health of our water, although 
much more effort is needed. 


"The best result would be to eliminate 


the need for a pollution strike force alto- 
gether," says Chambers. "For myself, this 
tour of duty will end in the summer of 1978 
anyway. But I could easily do this work the 
rest of my life."

By the thousands, men and 
women are flocking .to cooking 
schools in private kitchens, deluxe 


teaching centers, evening high schools, 
community colleges, department stores 
and even to schools in France and Italy. 
Thfjjoom Is not with brides or begin- 
ners. Ifs made up of people who al- 
ready know how to cook. "Food is now 
part of a fashion image," says a Mac/s 
executive, "and the really with-it person 
has to be interested." 


In Greater New York there are over 


10X1 cooking schools, some booked two 
years ahead. Washington, D.C, boasts 
over 70, five times the number of three 
years ago. In San Diego, one adult edu- 
cation center has over 20 courses, from 
bread making to Mexican and Italian 
cooking. In San Francisco, some 65 
schools attract hopeful gourmets, with 
20 more in the suburbs. "Their growth 
is fantastic," says a Bay Area observer. 


The main impetus behind the boom 


is foreign travel: this year some 235 
million Americans are going abroad, 
widening their food tastes. Thus, in 
Manhattan, nearly 600 foreign restau- 
rants specialize in foods of 41 different 
nations. Also, enjoyment of foreign 
foods and high restaurant prices lead 
many people to a cooking class where 
they learn to do it themselves. 


The yearly avalanche of cookbooks is 


another stimulus. An unbelievable 2500 
different cookbooks are now available 
—one series on foods of the world sold 
over 12 million copies. Most news- 
papers have a weekly food page. Julia

tips. He explains why he docs what he 
does, passing on all the little tricks he 
has developed. The climax of a lesson 
in most schools is the tasting session at 
the end—often a several-course lunch 
or dinner as well as a social occasion. 


A good cooking school attracts stu- 


dents because it is fun. Dr. Kenneth 
Thomas and his wife Sarah attended one 
of Ursula KnaeuseTs courses for couples 
in Atlanta, and Dr. Thomas says, "We 
had so much fun last year that we 
organized a group of neighbors to go 
with us this year. Some of the men 
don't cook but find it entertaining and 
good eating." Three-quarters of the 
students are' repeaters, as was First lady 
Rosalynn Carter, who continued for 
four courses. 


Immediate satisfaction 


The payoff from a cooking class is 


immediate in personal satisfaction. 
Says a woman in a Chinese cooking 
class: "From my teacher I learned how 
to hold vegetables and meat, and how 
to curl my fingers in and under to be 
out of the way. I can now chop fast 
without slicing off my fingertips! I feel 
very professional." 


Family and friends are also impressed 


with one's new skills. Knowing about 
foods also adds a whole new dimension 
to living and traveling. AS Escoffier, the 
great French food authority, wrote, "To 
know how to eat is to know how to 
live." 


Most schools revolve around foreign 


cooking. The most popular classes are 
in French foods, with Chinese and 
Italian next In large titles like Washing- 
Ion there are also classes in Mexican, 
Indian, Creek, Japanese, Vietnamese, 
Thai, Hungarian and many specialties 
like pastry making. 


Classes are usually small and held in 


the teacher's kitchen. In Los Angeles, 


however, about 50 of the 75 schools are 
public adult dasses in high schools, 
colleges, churches and other institu- 
tions. In most large cities classes are 
also sponsored by department stores or 
cookware shops. 


Sessions are usually once a week for 


six to eight weeks, and prices vary from 
$5 or $10 for an adult education course 
to $20, $30 or $50 a session for a small 
class taught by a famous teacher. 


Among the better-known schools is 


Julie Dannenbaum's Creative Cooking 
in Philadelphia. Now 12 years old, it has 
a staff of Five teachers and invites a 
dozen outside experts to come in to 
teach their specialties. A crash course 
for out-of-towners meets every day for 
one week. Students come here from all 
over'the U.S. and even from foreign 
countries. 


Other well-known schools include A 


La Bonne Cocotte in New York, run by 
French-bom Lydie Marshall, whtre four 
lessons cost $90. Annemarie Huste, 
former chef to Jacquejine Kennedy 


fncreasingh/, serious coots have been 
going thread to tike graduate courses 
at schools such as La Varenne in Paris. 


among others, offers five consecutive 
daily lessons in New York for $180. 
Marcella Kazan's six-lesson course, also 
in New York, b $250 and Is reserved for 
two years ahead. 


In Westport, Conn., and Atlanta, Ga., 


Cook's Comer teaches teachers as well 
as beginners. It has a franchise opera- 
tion for a combination school and 
cookware shop. Based in San Frandsco, 
Michael James combines visits to near- 
by wineries with two- to five-day cook- 
ing classes that cost from $395 to $990. 
Jean Brady, based in Santa Monica, has 
dasses in other California dties—and 
more men than women In some of 
them. In Austin, Tex., Ann dark has a 
thriving school based .on what she 
learned while living In France. A highly 
successful "Cooking for Kids" promo- 
tion is held in the new Bloomingdale's 
store near Washington and will be re- 
peated in other dties. When French 
chef Michel Guerard taught at Mac/s 
in San Frandsco, he was mobbed. 


Going abroad to school 


Newest aspect of the boom Is the 


number of serious cooks who go abroad 
for a graduate course. A school In 
France or Italy becomes a good excuse 
to travel. The venerable Cordon Bleu 
in Paris also has a branch in London. 
The Trois Gourmandes in Paris is 
booked two years ahead. Julia Child. 
Simone Beck and James Beard helped 
to sponsor the new La Varenne In Paris. 
Princess Ere gives dasses in Rouen. 
American cookbook writer Richard 
Olney has occasional dasses in Pro- 
vence, and there are also dasses for 
foreigners at Aix-en-Provence, Avignon 
and Beaune. British travel agents pro- 
mote an eight-day London to Venice 
lour for would-be cooks. For travelers 
with $2495 to spend, a 17-day trip from 
Los Angeles combines a wine tour to 
France with a dozen cooking lessons. 


Some 2000 students a year, mostly 


British and American, attend the five- 
day Dieppe Cooking Course run by 
three hotels in Dieppe. France. It costs 
only $200 from London, induding hotel 
and travel. In more deluxe surround- 
ings, the famous Gritti Palace Hotel in 
Venice and the Grande Hotel in Rome 
have summer dasses. 


Off to Bologna 


Marcella Kazan, author of an Italian 


cookbook, teaches In New York and 
also takes students to Bologna, where 
they go to markets, wineries and restau- 
rants, as well as cooking dasses. Names 
and addresses of European schools can 
be obtained from Air France or TWA. 


Popular as cooking dasses are here, 


we are still behind Japan. In Tokyo, for • 
example, there are hundreds of cook- 
ing schools. A leading teacher, Tom! 
Egami, owns a school that occupies an 
entire 10-story budding, with scores of 
dasses going simultaneously. Who 
knows? If the boom continues here, we 
may come to that

arly one recent morning, a New York 
City woman entered Mount Sinai 
Hospital for varicose vein surgery. 
That same afternoon, the surgery 


successfully completed, she was back 
home in lime to greet her children re- 
turning from school. Ordinarily, the 
operation would have required three to 
tu days of hospitalization. 


In Phoenix. Ariz., a nurse who wanted 


sterilization done chose not to be an 
inpaticnt in her own hospital. Instead.. 
it 8:15 a.m., she entered Surgicenter, an 
innovative facility specialising in one- 
day procedures. After being prepared 
for surgery, undergoing the 19-minulc 
operation, and spending an hour in a 
recovery- room, she was picked up by 
her husband at noon. 


In Burlington. Vl.. a 6-year-old boy 


needing an ear operation arrived at the 
Medical Center Hospital at 10:10 a.m. 
Half an hour later he changed into pa- 
jamas and shortly after noon was jog- 
ging down the corridor on his way 
home, the operation all over. 


Such incidents are increasingly com- 


monplace now. Same-day surgery—also 
called in-and-out surgery and walk-in 
surpery — is enjoying a remarkable 
boom, not only in availability but also 
in variety. 


Although it was pioneered in 1961 at 


Butlemorlh Hospital in Grand Rapids, 
Mich., the idea of outpatient surgery 
did not really begin to catch on until 
the early 70"$. 


Today, well over 2500 hospitals pro- 


vide it and the number is growing con- 
stantly. Some hospitals which began by 
setting aside operating rooms a day or 
two a week now are using, building or 
remodeling whole surgical wings for 
outpatient surgery full time. 


In addition, at least 20 free-standing 


or independent clinics devoted solely 
to tame-day surgery arc at work in such 
places as Phoenix; Wichita, Kan.; Co- 
lumbus, Ohio; Austin, Tex; St. Cloud, 
Mir.n., and Arlington Heights, III. 


Saves money 


One obvious advantage of same-day 


surgery is convenience. Another is fi- 
nancial. The Phoenix nurse, for example, 
paid $157 exclusive of the surgeon's 
fee. Ordinarily she'd have stayed two 
days and run up a hospital bill of $380. 


Already, the 40-odd types of opera- 


tions being performed on a one-day 


basis include removal of cysts and cer- 
vical polyps, dilation and curettage. 
therapeutic abortion, tonsillectomy and 
adenoidectomy, vasectomy, cataract re- 
moval, and various kinds of plastic and 
orthopedic surgery. 


And as the list expands, benefits be- 


yond convenience and cost savings are 
being discovered. 


Consider surgical stripping of vari- 


cose veins, a common procedure. Now, 
at New York's Mount Sinai Hospital, Dr. 
Robert A. Nabatoff has pioneered in 
putting vein stripping on an in-and-out 
basis and has recently reported remark-

able success for 1456 patients, and with 
a striking reduction of complications. 


Typically, a patient enters the hos- 


pital by 7:30 a.m., is not only finished 
with surgery but walking around by 
10:30, back home by 4 p.m., and next 
day performing all normal activities 
with time out for only a brief return to 
the hospital for a check. 


And Dr. Nabatoff has found that vein 


inflammation and clotting (thrombo- 
phlebitis), a postoperative complication 
in 1 to 2 percent of hospitalized pa- 
tients, has been virtually eliminated in 
same-day surgery. The probable reason 
is early return to activity, instead of bed 
rest, which has markedly reduced post- 
operative pain as well. 


Also at Mount Sinai. Dr. Changyul Oh 


is performing hemorrhoidectomy using 
cryosurgery—application of an icy cold 
probe instead of a scalpel. 


Conventional surgical removal of 


hemorrhoids has been an especially 
painful procedure. Patients have suf- 
fered major discomfort for as long as 
five days and have needed hospilaliza- 
tion for as long as a week. 


Painless technique 


But the freezing technique of cryo- 


surgery is another matter. Touching the 
icy probe to hemorrhoidal tissue usually 
can be done without anesthesia. And 
more than 90 percent of patients ex- 
perience no pain or discomfort, can 
leave the hospital immediately and re- 
turn to work the next day. 


Hernia repairs, too, are now being car- 


ried out on a one-day basis. This prom- 
ises to be a special boon for the elderly, 
to whom hernia repair often has been 
denied. There has been fear, not un- 
justified, of possible hazards connected 
with anesthesia and bed rest. 


But the elderly, even those with other 


chronic problems, come through well 
when hernia repair is carried out under 
a local anesthetic, with hospilalization 
limited to one day, meals uninter- 
rupted, and activity resumed almost im- 
mediately. So says a recent report by Dr. 
Carroll ). Bellis of the University of 
California-California College of Medi- 
cine, Irvine. 


In a scries of 2914 patients aged 70 


to 99—including some with asthma, 
severe emphysema, hypertension, heart 
disease or other problems—not a single 
untoward event attributable to hernia 
repair developed and the patients left 
the hospital on the day of operation. 


Breast biopsy—removal of a small 


sample of tissue for microscopic study 
—has bftn done' on an inpatient basis 
But is outpatient biopsy feasible? 


It is, according to Sister Mary Ann 


lou, M.D., and other physicians at the 
Los Angeles County-Martin Luther King 
|r. General Hospital in a study of 90 
breast biopsies performed on outpa- 
tients. . Although biopsy is essential 
when there is the slightest suspicion of 
malignancy, in only three of the 90 
women were the specimens malignant, 
requiring mastectomy. 


Report the Los Angeles physicians: 


advantages of outpatient biopsy are 
many. The cost is about one-fifth that 
of a two-day hospital stay—althougtv- 
the surgeon's fee may be the same. And 
women with a breast lump may seek 
medical attention sooner if they know 
diagnosis will be less costly, emotion- 
ally as well as financially. The great 
majority of women needing biopsy can 
avoid the unnecessary mental suffering 
of consenting to "possible radical mas- 
tectomy" when, in fact, it will turn out 
quickly that they don't need it. 


No hospital stress 


Another one-day surgery advantage 


of no small importance is the absence 
of the usual stress associated with hos- 
pital admission. 
~*~ 


The atmosphere is relaxed. Com- 


monly, patients are met in the recep- 
tion room, weighed, have temperature 
taken, go right to the operating room, 
and—after their surgery—move along 
to a small recovery room while the 
effects of the anesthesia wear off. Then 
they go home. 


One-day surgery is being used in- 


creasingly for children. At the Albert 
Einstein College of Medicine Hospital 
in New York City, Dr. Ira Grcifer, Di- 
rector of Pediatrics, has reported that 
"everyone loves it—children, parents, 
physicians." It saves money for parents., 
of course; but it also makes the child 
happier because his mother is with him, 
eliminates disruption for the family, and 
allows the hospital, using just five beds, 
to provide care for as many as 1300 
children a year. 


Less time in hospitals 


"For 
children undergoing 
minor 


surgery," says Dr. Greifer, "walk-in 
surgery is the best medicine we can 
give them. The less time a child has' 
to stay in the hospital, the less traumatic 
the experience." 


Dr. Arthur II. Aufses, Chairman of the 


Department of Surgery at Mount Sin.fi 
Hospital and Medical School, echoes 
that conviction in terms of adults as 
well. "The trend." he observes, "is more 
and more toward less and less use of 
hospital beds. We have learned that the 
less time a patient spends in the hos- 
pital, the fewer the complications and 
the better the psychological response." 


If you're due to undergo surgery— 


one of the more than 15 million Ameri- 
cans who will be in the next 12 months 
—you might ask your surgeon whether 
it ran he performed on an outpatient 
basis. If so, you may happily—with sav- 
ings of time, money, inconvenience, 
family upset and possibly even compli- 
cations—walk in and get it done" and 


, walk out under your own steam a few 


hours later.
